Beii.g  personally  unknown  to  many  of  the  electors,  it  would  be  unwise, 
for  one  untried  in  pharmaceutical  politics  as  I  am,  to  promise  any 
extravagant  reformation  in  any  one  of  our  indie  potable  grievances.  But, 
in  justice  to  you,  I  consider  it  my  duty  to  lay  belore  ycu  a  general  outline 
of  my  views.  I  shall,  if  elected,  always  act  independently.  I  believe  that 
there  are  already  more  than  sutllcieut  councillors  on  both  the  London  and 
Edinburgh  boards  able  and  willing  to  look  after  all  necessary  educa- 
tional matters,  and  that  trade  interists  undoubtedly  require  a  much 
larger  share  of  attention  than  they  have  received  hitherto.  This,  I  think, 
is  conclusively  proved  by  the  gieat  majority  who  keep  up  no  connection 
with  the  Sr.oiety. 

While  the  Limited  Liability  Act  lasts,  oo-operative  traders  will  always 
more  or  less,  exist.  But  I  would  strenuously  suppoit  any  measure  calcu- 
lated to  bring  them  more  within  the  scope  of  existing  Pharmacy  Acts. 

I  firir-ly  believe  that  Scotland,  to  oe  adequately  represented  on  the 
London  Counoil,  requires  not  less  than  two  representatives.  As  the  Society- 
is  financially  at  a  very  low  ebb,  and  will  be  for  many-  years  to  come, 
economy  must  be  rigidly  practiced,  and  means  taken  to  further  nugmeut 
the  revenue. 

The  foregoing  is  a  brief  outline  of  my  views  on  matters  pharmaceutical 
which  at  present  most  closely  affect  the  interests  of  pharmacists  ;  and 
should  they  coincide  with' your  own,  I  shall  be  glad  to  have  jour  hearty 
support.

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German  Silver. — A  number  of  illegal  shillings  are  in 
circulation  just  now,  emanating,  it  is  said,  from  some  German 
source.  They  are  a  very  close  imitation  of  the  Jubilee 
shilling  coin  which  has  now  come  into  general  use,  and  their 
intrinsic  value,  as  silver,  is  about  equal  to  that  of  the  legiti- 
mate shilling.  But  the  silver  value  of  either  coin  is  only 
about  7kd. ;  the  Government-produced  shilling  is  taken  to 
be  the  twentieth  part  of  a  sovereign,  because  it  is  made  legal 
tender  as  such  to  a  certain  limited  amount.  But  these 
German  coins  are  not  legal  tender,  and  the  banks  are 
refusing  them.  The  only  way  in  which  the  illegal  coins  can 
be  distinguished  from  the  genuine  ones  is  by  the  Queen's 
image,  which  on  the  former  extends  almost  to  the  edge  of  the 
coin  ;  on  the  English  Mint  coins,  on  the  other  hand,  the  bust 
is  somewhat  smaller,  and  there  is  a  distinct  space  between 
the  bottom  of  the  bust  and  the  rim  of  the  shilling.  The 
difference  is  readily  perceived  when  the  two  coins  are  placed 
side  by  side.

It  contained  as  impurities  a  trace  of  chlorine  and  a  minute 
trace  of  iron. 

There  were  fifty-two  reports  received  this  time,  and  thirty- 
three  of  them  stated  the  composition  of  the  mixture  cor- 
rectly. The  greater  number  of  the  correct  reports  differed 
so  slightly  that  there  was  some  difficulty  in  placing  them  in 
order  of  merit.  The  next  analysis  will  afford  our  corre- 
spondents a  wider  field  for  the  exercise  of  their  analytical 
skill,  as  the  subject  of  it  will  be  a  mixture  of  three  salts, 
instead  of  being  limited  to  two  salts,  as  the  analyses  have 
been  for  some  time  past. 

The  chief  source  of  error  in  this  exercise  was  the  bromine, 
which,  in  some  cases,  was  mistaken  for  iodine,  and  in  some 
for  chlorine.  The  colour  of  the  silver  nitrate  precipitate 
was  sometimes  observed  by  artificial  light,  under  which 
circumstance  it  was  easy  to  suppose  that  it  was  white. 
Want  of  sufficient  acquaintance  with  the  character  and  pro- 
perties of  bromine  lead  to  its  being  confounded  with  iodine 
and  chlorine.  Even  the  smell  of  bromine,  which  is  so 
peculiar  and  characteristic,  was  not  recognised  by  some  of 
our  correspondents.  The  remedy  for  errors  which  arise  from 
such  sources  is  study  by  experiment,  in  contradistinction  to 
mere  reading.  The  use  of  books  is,  of  course,  not  to  be 
neglected,  but  a  knowledge  of  ohemistry  cannot  be  acquired 
from  books  alone.  The  proper  function  of  a  text-book  in 
any  branch  of  experimental  science  is  to  act  as  a  guide  to 
the  student  in  the  conduct  of  the  experiments  to  which  he 
must  trust  for  the  acquisition  of  real  knowledge.

Edinburgh.— The  fact  that  the  powder  did  not  deflagrato  on  charcoal 
might  be  taken  ns  an  indication  that  the  nitrates  were  not  present  in 
quantity  ;  but  this  is  a  rough  test,  and  nitrates  might  be  present  to  the- 
extent  of  1  or  2  per  cent,  without  producing  any  appreciab'c  deflagration. 

Ferrctm. — You  say,  "  To  another  portion  of  the  sulphate  filtrate  added* 
nitric  acid  and  silver  nitrate,"  and  you  observe  that  a  precipitate  not 
readily  soluble  in  ammonia  was  produced.  From  this  you  concluded  that 
chlorine  was  absent.  What  about  the  chlorine  which  you  introduced  in  the- 
form  of  barium  chloride,  according  to  yoor  report,  for  the  purpose  of  pre- 
cipitating the  sulphate  ? 

Semper  Fidemb.— You  ought  to  have  evaporated  to  dryness  the  solu- 
tion which  failed  to  give  a  precipitate  with  ammonium  carbonate ;  and 
having  expelled  ammouiacal  compounds  by  ignition,  the  residue  should 
have  been  examined  for  potassium.  The  only  direct  evidence  you  gave 
of  the  presence  of  potassium  was  the  Mime  test. 

Tresillian. — According  to  your  report  you  "  took  a  little  of  the  powder 
and  made  a  strong  solution  in  a  watch-glass,  added  a  few  drops  of  dilute 
hydrochloric  acid,  ammonium  chloride,  hydrate  and  carbonate,  and  sodium 
phosphate,  methylated  spirit,  and  platinic  chloride."  You  observe  that 
the  effect  produced  was  "a  yeMow  crystalline  precipitate  and  a  slight 
amorphous  precipitate,"  from  which  you  concluded  that  potassium  was 
present  with  ammonium  as  an  impurity.  Nobody  would  venture  to  dis- 
pute the  presence  of  ammonium,  considering  that  you  added  compounds  of 
ammonium  three  times  to  the  solution  ;  but  your  conclusion  that  a  trace- 
only  was  present  is  not  calculated  to  meet  with  universal  assent. 

C.  H.  R.— You  observe  that  phosphates,  if  present,  would  have  been  likely 
to  give  an  acid  reaction  to  test-paper  ;  they  arc  not  characterised  by  any 
such  peculiarity. 

Lavandeh. — The  group  reagents  should  be  added  successively  to  the 
same  solution  of  the  powder,  instead  of  taking  fresh  solutions  for  each 
reagent. 

Osprey.—  The  dense  white  vapours  which  you  observed  on  heating  the- 
powder  oonsigtcd  of  ammonium  bromide.  The  phenomenon  had  nothing  to* 
do  with  the  presence  of  chlorides. 

T.  H.  W.— The  colour  of  the  silver  nitrate  precipitate  may  have 
appeared  white  by  artificial  light,  but  by  daylight  it  was  distinctly  yellow. 
There  is  a  certain  resemblance  between  the  smell  of  bromine  and  that  o£ 
chlorine,  but  you  ought  to  bo  sufficiently  f.imiliar  with  each  to  recognise 
it  with  certainty. 

T.  Guttridok  —The  behaviour  of  the  powder  with  strong  sulphuric 
acid,  and  the  difficult  solubility  of  the  silver  nitrate  preci,  itite  in  ammonia- 
ought  to  have  suggested  a  bromide. 

A.  M.  S.— It  was  unfortunate  that  you  were  unable  to  confirm  your 
suspicion  of  the  presence  of  bromine.  The  behaviour  of  the  powder  witb 
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strong  sulphuric  acid  could  not  bo  accounted  (or  by  tbo  prosenoe  of 
chlorine,  and  you  ought  to  have  recognised  the  smell  aud  colour  o(  the 
it.*  evolved. 

J  T.  Bowkkr.— It  will  repay  you  to  compare  carefully  the  reactions  of 
bromides  with  those  of  chlorides.  Note  tint  bromine  as  well  as  chloriuo 
bleaches  litmus.  You  oaght  to  be  able  to  distinguish  the  halogen  element! 
by  sme'l. 

Sakklls. — See  above  remarks  abiut  the  distinction  between  brom'nc 
and  chlorine. 

Vulpbs.— You  onght  to  make  a  oiroful  experimental  study  of  the  re- 
actions of  bromides  and  iodides,  noticing  particularly  the  different 
colours  of  the  vapours,  the  difference  of  smell,  and  the  mirk.' I  difference 
in  the  colouration  of  starch-paper. 

S.U'IESTIA  You  will  be  surprised  to  learn  that  bromine  wai  the  cause 

nf  the  five  reactions  you  so  confidently  attributed  to  iodine.  Your  pre- 
vious knowledge  of  these  reactions  was  evidently  derived  from  reading, 
not  from  experiment.   See  remarks  to  Yulpes. 

Limoxis.— See  remarks  to  Sapientia. 

W.  TURVKn.— The  powder  gave  a  distinct  sublimate  when  heated  in  a 
dry  tube,  thm  suggesting  the  presence  of  a  volatile  salt.  There  was  no 
difficulty  in  obtaining  the  ammonium  reactions. 

R.  Gordon-.-— When  the  greater  part  of  the  solution  which  failed  to  give 
a  precipate  with  ammonium  carbonate  was  evaporated  to  dryness,  and 
ignited  to  expel  ammoniacal  compound?,  a  decided  residue  remained,  and 
it  gave  all  the  actions  of  potassium. 

CYAX  rnus.— If  the  mixture  had  had  the  composition  you  assigned  to  it, 
it  would  not  have  been  soluble  in  water.  It  is  remarkable  that  you  were 
able  to  make  aluminium  hydrate  produce  so  many  of  the  phosphoric- acid 
reactions.  It  is  physically  impossible  that  you  could  have  obtained  a 
yellow  crystalline  precipitate  on  adding  a  nitric-acid  solution  of  am- 
monium molybdate  to  a  nitric-acid  solution  of  aluminium  hydrate.  When 
you  added  magnesia  mixture  to  a  similar  solution,  of  cjurse  the  neutral- 
isation of  the  acid  precipitate!  the  aluminium  hydrate';  but  the  precipitate 
bore  no  resemblance  to  ammonia  magnesium  phosphate,  which  is  dis- 
tinctly crystalline. 

Kinore. — Yon  omitted  the  preliminary  tests  to  which  substances  ure 
usually  submitted  for  the  purpose  of  getting  a  general  notion  of  their 
character  before  proceeding  with  the  complete  analysis  in  the  wet  way. 
You  concluded  th\t  the  powder  contained  potassium  in  the  form  of 
sulphate,  chloride  and  phosphate.  A  solution  of  sucli  a  mixture  would 
not  give  a  precipitate  with  ammonia,  as  was  the  case  with  the  mixture 
under  examination. 

AxTUTRtx.— You  observed  that  the  powder  was  soluble  in  water,  and, 
nothwithstanding  this  fact,  you  concluded  that  it  contained  barium  and 
the  sulphuric  radicle,  the  constituents  of  one  of  the  most  insoluble  of  salts. 
We  must  refer  you  to  a  text-book  of  analysis  for  details  of  the  cou  se  to  be 
adopted  with  the  precipitate  produced  by  ammonia. 

Brown. — We  recommend  you  to  prepare  a  solution  of  ammonium 
chloride  of  known  strength,  and  to  try  by  diluting  this  solution,  and  apply 
ing  the  usual  tests,  what  is  the  smallest  quantity  of  ammonia  that  you  can 
detect  by  smell  with  certainty,  and  what  are  the  limits  of  detection  with 
litmus  and  turmeric  paj>ers. 

Aloe. — We  need  scarcely  point  out  to  you  that  a  mixture  of  aluminium 
sulphate  and  barium  bromide  would  uot  dissolve  in  water.  It  is  not  clear 
from  your  report  to  what  solution  you  added  ammonium  carbonate  ;  if  the 
solution  contained  aluminium,  of  course  it  was  precipitated  as  hydrate. 

Swebt  William. — Your  report  is  unintelligible  ;  it  is  simply  a  list  of 
reagents  with  a  note  opposite  each  as  to  the  effect  produced  on  something 
which  you  do  not  mention.  We  want  a  report  which  will  convey  a  clear 
idea  of  the  work  done. 


The  North  Kensington  Chemists  will  meet  at  the 
Leinster  Hotel  on  Tuesday  evening  next.

The  Holloway  Tragedy. — The  man  Richard  Oakes, 
aged  59,  who  has  been  charged  during  the  week  with  having 
poisoned  his  child  and  attempted  to  commit  suicide  with 
his  wife  afterwards,  is  described  as  a  chemist,  although  he 
is  not  on  the  register.  We  hear,  however,  that  some  time 
ago  he  was  employed  in  Messrs.  Burgoyne,  Burbidges,  Cyriax 
Carries'  laboratory. 

The  Balaclava  Heroes'  Fund.— Messrs.  Burroughs 
Wellcome  4c  Co.  have  lent  their  factory  and  grounds  at  Dart- 
ford  for  a  ffite  to  be  held  on  June  25.   There  are  to  be 
oncerts,  aquatic  and  other  sports,  fireworks,  and  dancing. 
Tickets  of  admission,  Is.  for  one  person,  or  2s.  6d.  for  three, 


will  be  supplied  to  any  chemists  who  may  wish  to  go  by 
Messrs.  Burroughs,  Wellcome  k  Co.,  Snow  Hill  Buildings, 
who  will  be  able  to  get  for  the  occasion  cheap  railway 
return  tickets.

Alleged  Divulgence  op  Trade  Secrets.— In  the 
City  of  London  Court,  on  Monday,  the  case  of  Hewitt  v. 
Jacobs,  which  was  mentioned  in  last  week's  Chemist  and 
Druggist,  was  disposed  of.  The  plaintiff,  Mr.  Alfred  Hewitt, 
dispenser,  residing  at  Darwin  Street,  Old  Kent  Road,  had 
sued  the  defendants,  Messrs.  Jacobs  &  Sons,  trading  as  the 
Veterinary  Medicine  Refinery  Company,  103  Houndsditch, 
E.C  ,  to  recover  21.  damages  for  having  been  wrongfully  dis- 
missed fromtheservice  of  his  employers,  who,  however,  alleged 
that  the  step  they  took  was  justifiable  because  the  plaintiff 
had  divulged  the  trade  secrets  of  the  defendants'  business 
to  Mr.  Barker,  who  was  formerly  in  the  defendants'  employ- 
ment, but  who  was  now  carrying  on  business  on  his  own 
account.  When  the  case  was  called  on  Monday,  neither  of 
the  parties  appeared,  consequently  it  was  struck  out. 

The  Annual  Outing  of  the  employes  of  Messrs.  Evans, 
Lescher  &  Webb  was  held  on  Saturday,  June  7,  at  Chisle- 
hurst,  on  the  invitation  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  E.  A.  Webb.  The 
morning  was  occupied  with  various  sports,  the  chief  event 
of  the  day  being  a  1-mile  running  handicap  for  a  silver  cup 
presented  by  the  firm.  The  cup  was  gained  by  R.  Prance. 
After  the  sports  the  company  assembled  in  the  village  hall 
to  dinner,  presided  over  by  Mr.  E.  A.  Webb,  who  was  sup- 
ported by  Mr.  F.  H.  Lescher.  Toasts  followed,  and  after 
dinner  a  cricket  match  between  "  Office  "  and  "  Warehouse  " 
was  commenced,  but  could  not  be  concluded.  When  time 
was  called  the  score  stood :  Warehouse,  72  runs  .for  nine 
wickets.  The  company  then  assembled  to  tea,  after  which 
the  return  was  made  homeward.  Altogether,  thanks  to- 
the  fine  weather  and  the  admirable  arrangements,  the  excur- 
sion was  one  of  the  most  successful  ever  held  in  connection 
with  the  firm. 

Singular  Alleged  Libel. — At  the  last  meeting  of  the 
Clerkenwell  Vestry,  on  Thursday  night,  Mr.  Churchwarden 
Davies,  who  was  in  the  chair,  said  a  postcard  had  been 
received,  purporting  to  come  from  "101  Leadenhall  Street," 
and  signed  "  W.  C."  the  contents  of  which  were  to  the  effect 
that  Mr.  Col  well,  the  newly-appointed  analyst  in  Clerkenwell, 
is  not  qualified.  This  postcard  bad  been  brought  to  the 
notice  of  Mr.  Colwcll,  and  that  gentleman  had  made  a 
request  to  see  it,  which  was  granted  ;  but  the  vestry  retained 
possession  of  it.  Mr.  W.  Chattaway,  analytical  chemist,  of 
101  Leadenhall  Street,  who  was  a  candidate  for  the  analyst'u 
post  in  Clerkenwell,  and  who  was  supposed  to  have  sent  the 
card  in  question,  now  wrote  denying  any  knowledge  of  the- 
postcard,  which  bore  his  address  and  initials.  He  did  this, 
he  said,  because  he  considered  "  Mr.  J.  K.  Colwell  in  every 
way  qualified  for  the  appointment ;  and  as  no  such  docu- 
ment was  either  written  or  inspired  by  me,  I  feel  bound,  in 
vindication  of  my  own  honour,  to  investigate  the  matter." 
Mr.  Chattaway  consequently  asked  for  a  view  of  the  post- 
card, as  remarks  in  connection  therewith  were  doing  him 
serious  injury  in  his  business.  The  vestry  granted  this 
request  also,  the  clerk  remarking,  however,  that  it  would  be 
a  difficult  matter  to  trace,  as  the  whole  contents  of  the 
postcard  were  printed  with  a  type-writer. 

Cricket. — The  Pharmaceutical  Club  is  not  playing  this 
season.  In  a  few  years,  if  cricket  and  pharmacy  attract  the 
fair  sex  as  they  are  doing  now,  it  will  be  possible  to  have  a 
mixed  team  of  ^pharmaceuticals.  There  are  six  ladies 
studying  at  the  Square  just  now,  and  about  eight  times  as 
many  gentlemen,  but  an  eleven  cannot  be  made  up  out  ot 
the  lot    The  schools  on  the  south  side  of  the  river  are  a 
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little  livelier.  Last  Saturday  the  South  London  School 
sent  an  eleven  to  Nunhead  to  meet  an  eleven  from  the 
Westminster  College  of  Pharmacy,  and  gave  them  a  bad

BLACKPOOL. 

A  Chemist's  Assistant  Poisoned. — An  inquest  was  held 
by  the  district  coroner,  Dr.  Gilbertson,  at  the  police  station, 
Blackpool,  on  Tuesday,  on  the  body  of  James  Wharton,  who 
died  on  Saturday  night  with  symptoms  of  narcotic  poisoning. 
The  deceased,  who  was  27  years  of  age,  was  a  chemist's 
assistant,  and  had  managed  Mr.  Chadwick's  branch  shop, 
'92  Church  Street,  South  Shore,  since  May  29.  He  was  of 
a  bright  and  cheerful  disposition,  but  from  the  evidence  it 
appeared  that  he  was  in  the  habit  of  taking  drink.  On 
Saturday,  when  the  errand-boy,  Joseph  Fisher,  11  years  of 
age,  returned  from  his  dinner,  he  found  the  deceased  sitting 
in  a  chair  behind  the  counter  asleep.  He  was  wakened,  but 
was  incapable  of  serving  a  customer.  Later  on  in  the  day 
he  showed  signs  of  intoxication,  and  latterly  became  quite 
helpless.  The  errand-boy  smelt  laudanum  in  a  glass,  and 
thought  Wharton  had  been  drinking  that  poison.  This 
suspicion  was  mentioned  to  Kobert  Whiteside,  another 
assistant,  and,  as  Wharton'a  breathing  had  become  heavy, 
Dr.  Sharp  was  sent  for,  but  when  he  arrived  Wharton  was 
dead.  At  the  inquest  Dr.  Sharp,  judging  from  the  symptoms, 
said  that  deceased  died  from  laudanum  poisoning,  and  the 
jury  returned  a  verdict  accordingly. 


BRIGHTON. 

Association  of  Pharmacy. — Annual  Dinner.— The 
fourth  annual  dinner  of  the  Brighton  Association  of  Phar- 
macy was  held  on  Friday  evening  June  6,  at  Booth's 
Restaurant,  East  Street.  The  president  of  the  society  (Mr. 
W.  D.  Savage,  J.P.)  occupied  the  chair,  and  was  supported 
by  the  Mayor  of  Brighton  (Mr.  Alderman  Manwaring),  Dr. 
Newsholme  (medical  officer  of  health),  Dr.  Goode,  and 
between  twenty  and  thirty  pharmacists.  The  honorary  secre- 
tary (Mr.  Marshall  Leigh)  read  a  letter  from  Mr.  Alderman 
Cox,  J.P.,  who  regretted  his  inability  to  be  present.  That 
gentleman,  however,  again  invited  the  members  of  the  asso- 
ciation to  join  him  in  a  trip  up  the  river  Arun  some  time 
during  the  present  month.  The  invitation  was  received  with 
hearty  applause.  Letters  of  regret  for  non-attendance  were 
also  received  from  Mr.  Carteighe  (President  of  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society)  and  Messrs.  Aston  and  Gulliver  (of  Worth- 
ing). After  dinner  the  usual  loyal  toasts  were  honoured,  and 
Mr.  Marshall  Leigh  proposed  "  The  Health  of  the  Mayor,"  and 
commented  on  the  progressive  spirit  in  which  the  town  was 
governed.  The  mayor,  in  replying,  said  he  was  happy  to  saj 
that  he  had  had  the  pleasure  to  spend  a  quarter  of  a  million 
of  money  on  improvements,  all  of  whioh  had  passed  through 
his  hands,  and  not  a  farthing  of  the  money  had  been  wasted. 
Having  referred  to  the  increased  rentals  received  by  reason 


of  the  improvements,  and  to  the  fact  that  the  rates  had  been 
reducedin  consequence,  the  mayor  said  there  was  a  serious  blot 
on  Brighton.  Insanity  was  greatly  increasing  in  the  town. 
He  did  not  know  whether  it  was  due  to  overwork  or  over- 
eating (laughter),  or  to  over-drinking  ;  but  the  rate  was  in- 
creasing in  Brighton  to  the  extent  of  twenty-five  every  year. 
Seven  out  of  every  ten  of  the  cases  were  the  result  of  either 
their  own  or  their  parents'  excessive  drinking.  Mr.  E. 
Histed  proposed  "  The  Medical  Profession,"  which,  he  said,  in 
Brighton  was  second  to  none  in  the  kingdom.  Dr.  Goode 
replied  to  the  toast,  and  Dr.  Newsholme  proposed  "  The 
Pharmaceutical  Society,"  to  which  Mr.  G.  Watkin,  the  local 
secretary,  replied.  Mr.  Jago,  F.C.S.,  gave  "  The  Brighton 
Association  of  Pharmacy,"  and  urged  some  curtailment  of 
the  hours  of  labour.  He  coupled  the  name  of  Mr.  Savage 
with  the  toast,  stating  that  he  was  one  of  the  oldest  and 
most  respected  men  in  Brighton.  He  had  been  president  of 
the  association  since  1872.  Mr.  Savage  briefly  replied, 
remarking  that  if  the  association  did  not  do  much,  it 
brought  them  together  once  a  year,  and  he  thought  that  that 
was  a  very  good  thing.  The  toast  of  "The  Committee" 
having  been  given  by  Mr.  Shepherd,  and  responded  to  by 
Mr.  Williamson,  the  proceedings  were  brought  to  a  close. 
During  the  evening  several  songs  and  recitations  were  capi- 
tally rendered  by  members  of  the  company. 


DERBY. 

The  Weekly  Half-holiday.— The  majority  of  chemists 
of  Derby  have  fallen  in  with  the  rest  of  the  tradesmen,  and 
have  begun  to  close  their  shops  at  two  o'clock  on  Wednes- 
days. One  or  two  of  the  chemists  in  the  centre  of  the  town 
kept  open,  but  as  the  Wednesday  Half-holiday  Association 
are  delivering  handbills  from  house  to  house  asking  the 
people  not  to  shop  after  two  o'clock,  there  will  practically  be 
no  trade  on  those  days. 


DOVER. 

Chemists'  Association. — A  meeting  of  the  chemists  in 
this  district  will  be  held  at  the  Apollonian  Hall,  Dover,  on 
Friday,  June  20,  at  5  p.m.,  to  meet  and  discuss  with  the 
President  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  any  matters  of 
"  trade  interest "  that  may  be  brought  forward. 


LIVERPOOL. 

New  Light  on  an  Old  Subject. — Over  eleven  years 
ago  certain  Liverpool  chemists  were  discussing  the  legality 
of  allowing  an  unregistered  assistant  to  manage  a  branch 
shop  owned  by  a  registered  proprietor,  and  it  was  decided  to 
refer  the  question  to  the  secretary  and  registrar,  at  that  time 
Mr.  Elias  Bremridge.  The  reply  was  put  away  with  a 
number  of  other  letters  and  forgotten,  but  within  the  last 
few  days  it  has  come  to  light.  It  is  now  before  the  writer, 
and  runs  as  follows  : —

IRELAND. 

A  Bankrupt  Chemist. — Notification  is  issued  by  the 
Irish  Court  of  Bankruptcy  that  the  estate  and  interest  of 
Mr.  J.  Stuart  Stevenson,  a  bankrupt  chemist,  late  of  Roger- 
son's  Quay,  Dublin,  will  come  under  the  public  auctioneer's 
hammer  on  Tuesday  next,  June  17. 

Personating  an  Inspector.  —  For  personating  Mr. 
Toler,  Inspector  of  Food  and  Drugs,  Dublin,  a  commercial 
traveller  named  Moorhead,  who  endeavoured  by  threats  to 
extort  blackmail  from  a  local  trader,  has  been  remanded  for 
inquiry  into  his  connection  with  the  city  chemist.  The 
prisoner  is  said  to  have  been  formerly  a  chemist  and 
druggist  in  Belfast. 
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The  Week's  Poisonings.— John  Williams,  a  silversmith, 
residing  at  Kanelagh,  Dublin,  attempted  last  week  to  solve 
"the  great  perhaps"  by  drinking  the  contents  of  a  2-oz. 
bottle  of  laudanum  ;  hopes  are  entertained  of  his  recovery. 
A  married  woman  named  Wallace  was  more  successful  in 
getting  outside  a  quantity  of  cyanide  of  potassium,  through 
which  she  achieved  her  object ;  an  inquest  was  held,  and  the 
usual  verdict  returned.  Patrick  Long,  a  gasfitter,  who  said 
he  "was  tired  working,"  struck,  through  the  agency  of 
carbolic  acid,  from  which  he  was  relieved  by  the  stomach- 
pump  ;  he  is  now  waiting  trial  for  his  rash  act. 

On  the  Warpath. — Mr.  George  Lane  M'Cormack,  a 
Monkstown  pharmacist,  contributes  to  the  Irish  Times  an 
exhaustive  letter  on  the  Pharmacy  Amendment  Bill,  in  the 
course  of  which  he  describes  chemists  and  druggists  as 
"  law-breaking  hucksters,  ignorant  of  the  difference  between 
corrosive  sublimate  and  lump  sugar,  except  by  their  relative 
weight."  He  urges  that  the  Bill  may  be  thrown  out,  and 
that  a  grant  be  given  by  the  Government  to  enable  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  to  bring  to  justice  those  who  are 
openly  defying  the  Poisons  Act. 

Destructive  Fire. — Last  week  a  serious  fire,  resulting 
in  great  destruction  of  property,  occurred  on  the  premises  of 
Messrs.  J.  &  G.  Boyd  &,  Co.  (Limited),  chemists  and  drug- 
gists, William  Street,  Limerick.  The  flames  were  discovered 
in  a  stable  in  the  rear  of  the  establishment,  and  soon  spread 
to  the  dry-goods  store,  which,  together  with  the  offices, 
was  quickly  gutted.  By  strenuous  efforts  the  fire  was  pre- 
vented extending  to  the  front  shop  and  to  a  huge  oil-tank  ; 
but  two  adjoining  houses  suffered  considerably.  The  damage 
at  Messrs.  Boyd's  is  estimated  at  lO.OOOZ.,  including  4,000£. 
worth  of  new  stock,  all  of  which  is  covered,  by  insurance.  It 
is  not  known  how  the  fire  originated. 

The  Chemists'  and  Druggists'  Association  of  Ire- 
land.— At  a  meeting  of  the  committee  of  the  Dublin  branch 
of  this  Association,  held  on  June  15,  Mr.  McNeight  in  the 
chair,  the  sub-committee  reported  correspondence  and 
interviews  which  had  taken  place  in  consequence  of  Dr. 
Kenny's  proposal  that  representatives  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  and  of  the  Association  should  discuss  the  points  of 
the  Bill  now  before  Parliament.  Mr.  Alexander  had  suggested 
that  unless  it  was  understood  beforehand  that  those  com- 
posing the  conference  on  both  sides  were  fully  empowered 
to  come  to  distinct  and  binding  terms,  it  would  be  folly  to 
meet,  as  no  practical  results  would  accrue.  Mr.  McNeight 
had  had  interviews  with  Dr.  Kenny  and  Mr.  Evans  (President 
of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society) ;  but,  finding  the  representa- 
tives of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  had  no  power  to  agree 
to  any  proposals  that  might  be  made  at  the  conference, 
declined  under  the  circumstances  to  hold  negotiations.  Mr. 
Dowling,  honorary  secretary,  said  it  was  the  intention  of  the 
directors  of  the  Apothecaries'  Hall  to  propose  the  insertion 
in  the  Amendment  Bill  of  a  clause  legalising  certain  ex- 
amination conditions  hitherto  carried  out  by  precedent. 
Mr.  McNeight  stated  that  so  satisfactory  was  the  present 
state  of  affairs  that  the  only  point  in  dispute  was  the  title  of 
the  future  grade.  Mr.  Boyd  consented  to  proceed  to  London 
in  time  for  the  committee  stage  of  the  Bill. 


SCOTLAND, 

Aberdeen. 

Drug  Contract. — The  Finance  Committee  of  the  St. 
Nicholas  Parochial  Board  have  accepted  the  offer  of  Mr. 
A.  Craig  to  supply  their  poor  with  medicines  and  medica- 
ments for  the  year  ending  May  14  nexti  at  the  rate  of  l\d. 
per  head  on  the  average  number  on  the  roll. 

Dundee. 

The  Half-holiday  movement  has  begun  here  again,  but 
there  is  no  sign  of  the  chemists  following  the  example  of  all 
other  shopkeepers.  Only  one  drug-shop  was  shut  last 
Wednesday. 

The  Chemistry  Class  of  the  University  College  is 
having  a  round  of  all  the  sights  of  technical  interest  in  the 
neighbourhood.  Professor  Percy  F.  Frankland  last  week 
took  his  students  over  the  gasworks,  Mr.  McCrae,  the 
manager  of  the  works,  accompanying  them.    This  was  an 


interesting  visit.  Mr.  McCrae,  being  an  expert  chemist,  lias 
greatly  developed  the  treatment  of  residuals,  and  that 
department  is  a  special  feature  of  the  works.  On  Friday 
the  students  were  to  visit  Tennant's  sulphuric-acid  works  at 
Carnoustie,  a  large  village  at  the  mouth  of  the  Tay. 

Edinburgh. 

The  Weekly  Half-holiday. — For  some  months  there 
has  been  a  movement  among  all  classes  of  shopkeepers  in 
favour  of  a  weekly  half-holiday.  The  result  is  that  now 
nearly  all  shopkeepers  have  arranged  to  shut  at  2  o'clock  one 
day  a  week  during  the  summer  months.  The  only  class 
excluded  from  this  benefit  is  chemists.  Some  of  these,  how- 
ever, in  the  suburbs  who  do  not  keep  qualified  assistants,  are 
displaying  the  association  card  in  their  window,  intimating 
that  they  will  close  for  the  afternoon  on  a  certain  day  each 
week.  In  the  larger  chemists'  shops,  there  already  exists 
an  arrangement  among  the  assistants  for  a  weekly  afternoon 
off,  and  now,  in  view  of  the  agitation  among  other  traders, 
most  of  those  places  where  such  an  arrangement  has  not 
been  in  force  are  granting  this  concession.

Glasgow. 

The  Salicylic  Acid  Question.— At  the  last  meeting  of 
the  Glasgow  and  Scottish  Section  of  the  Society  of  Chemical 
Industry,  held  in  Glasgow,  Dr.  G.  G.  Henderson,  of  the 
chemical  department,  Glasgow  University,  read  a  note  on 
the  purification  of  artificial  salicylic  acid.  Dr.  HcndersoD, 
as  we  have  formerly  reported,  was  associated  with  Professor 
Charteris  in  his  earlier  experiments  on  the  acid,  and  after 
discovering  the  toxic  body,  he  ascertained  that  it  could  be 
easily  removed  by  the  process  suggested  by  the  late  Mr.  John 
Williams.  This  process  is  substantially  that  which  Professor 
Attfield  recently  incorporated  in  his  annual  report  on  the 
British  Pharmacopoeia,  and  consists  in  neutralising  a  hot 
solution  of  salicylic  acid  with  chalk,  a  sparingly  soluble 
calcium  salicylate  being  thus  formed.  The  impurities  present 
in  the  artificial  acid  (cresotinic  acid,  &c.)  are  also  converted 
into  calcium  salts,  but  they  are  easily  soluble  in  water. 
The  recrystallised  calcium  salicylate  is  decomposed  with 
hydrochloric  acid,  and  the  salicylic  acid  thus  liberated  is 
washed  with  water  and  recrystallised  from  dilute  spirit. 
-It  is  then  obtained  in  large,  prismatic  crystals,  which  cannot 
be  distinguished  from  the  crystals  of  the  natural  acid,  n 
the  acid  contain  even  a  very  small  quantity  of  impurity,^ it 
crystallises  in  very  fine  needles,  which  are  all  mattea 
together.  This  difference  in  the  crystalline  form  is  Dy  iar 
the  simplest  test  of  the  purity  of  the  acid. 
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Effects  of  Drinking  Methylated  Spirit. —  On 
Tuesday  of  last  week  Elizibeth  Brannan  was  sent  to  prison 
for  fourteen  days  for  endangering  the  life  of  her  child  by 
falling  on  it  whilst  intoxicated.  The  prisoner  had  been 
drinking  methylated  spirit,  and  was  so  overcome  that  she 
had  to  be  carried  to  the  police  station. 

Soap  Prices  advancing  Abroad.— Soap  is  one  of  the 
many  articles  of  which  the  price  is  advancing  on  the  Conti- 
nent. Conventions  of  soap  manufacturers  were  held  on 
May  28,  in  Breslau,  for  the  Silesia  and  Posen  districts,  and 
on  May  31,  in  Coblence,  for  the  Rhenish  Westphalian  pro- 
vinces, at  which  it  was  unanimously  decided  to  advance  the 
quotations.  A  number  of  Vienna  soapmakers  have  also 
.agreed  upon  an  advance  in  the  price  of  their  goods. 

Profit-sharing. — The  shareholders  of  Clarke,  Nickolls 
&  Coombs  (Limited)  agreed  at  their  last  annual  meeting  that 
for  the  future  profits  over  6  per  cent,  should  be  divided 
■equally  between  the  shareholders  and  the  workpeople  em- 
ployed. The  company  has  been  paying  10  per  cent, 
dividends.  It  employs  over  a  thousand  persons.  An  en- 
thusiastic meeting  was  held  a  few  evenings  since,  at  which 
the  workpeople  presented  the  directors  with  an  illuminated 
address  expressing  their  appreciation  of  the  promised 
benefit. 

Chemical  Society. — At  the  next  meeting,  to  be  held  on 
Thursday,  June  19,  at  8  P.M.,  there  will  be  a  ballot  for  the 
election  of  Fellows,  and  papers  will  be  read  on  the  following 
subjects — viz  ,  "  Invertose  :  a  Contribution  to  the  History  of 
an  Unorganised  Ferment,"  by  C.  0.  Sullivan,  F.R.S.,  and 
F.  W.  Tomson  ;  "  The  Action  of  Carbonic  Oxide  on  Nickel," 
by  Mr.  Moud  and  Drs.  Langer  and  Quincke  ;  "  The  Inter- 
action of  Iodine,  Water,  and  Potassium  Chlorate,"  by  Henry 
Bassett ;  "  The  Milk  of  the  Gamoose,"  by  A.  Pappol  and 
H.  D.  Richmond. 

Poisoned  by  Picric  Acid.— On  Tuesday  of  last  week 
a  shoemaker  named  Joseph  Barker,  of  St.  Margaret's, 
Suffolk,  drank— unintentionally,  as  he  states — some  fluid 
preparation  used  by  shoemakers,  containing  picric  acid.  Mr. 
J.  R.  Staddon  attended,  and  gave  an  emetic.  Barker  there- 
upon became  very  violent,  and  threatened  Mr.  Staddon  with 
a  knife.  The  police  were  called  in,  and  he  was  conveyed 
to  the  hospital,  and  is  now  out  of  danger.  Barker,  it  appears, 
had  been  drinking  heavily,  and  twice  on  that  day  he  drank 
the  poison.  He  applied  to  Messrs.  Cornell  &  Cornell,  chemists, 
Ipswich,  for  laudanum,  but  was  not  supplied. 

The  Pharmaceutical  Quarrel  in  Turin. — Last  week 
-we  gave  some  particulars  of  a  lawsuit  brought  by  the  old- 
established  Turin  pharmacists  against  thirteen  of  their 
confreres  who  had  recently  commenced  business  without 
having  previously  obtained  Government  concessions  for  so 
doing.  The  judgment  of  the  court,  which  was  delivered  a 
few  days  ago,  is  entirely  in  favour  of  the  old  chemists,  the 
thirteen  new-comers  being  condemned  to  the  costs  of  the 
trial  and  ordered  to  shut  up  their  shops.  The  execution  of 
the  judgment,  however,  has  been  deferred,  pending  the  final 
decision  of  the  highest  court,  to  which  the  defendants  have 
appealed. 

Accidental  Poisoning  of  a  Doctor.— An  inquest  has 
been  held  at  the  London  Hospital  on  the  body  of  R.  E. 
McKenzie,  48,  an  American  physician  and  surgeon.  The 
wife  of  the  deceased  stated  that  she  and  her  husband  were 
on  a  visit  to  England,  and  were  staying  at  the  Three  Tuns 
Hotel,  Aldgate.  On  Wednesday  of  last  week  deceased  took 
some  powders,  and  directly  afterwards  became  insensible. 
A  doctor  was  sent  for,  and  he  advised  deceased's  removal  to 
the  hospital,  where  he  died  the  next  day.  Deceased  always 
.carried  a  bottle  of  morphine  pellets  about  with  him.  Mr. 
A.  J.  Gedge,  house  physician,  said  the  post-mortem  exami- 
nation showed  that  death  was  in  all  probability  due  to 
morphia- poisoning.  A  verdict  of  "  Accidental  death  "  was 
returned. 

Laudanum-poisoning.— On  May  26,  at  Pershore,  Here- 
ford, an  inquest  was  held  on  the  body  of  Mr.  Thomas  Price, 
52,  who  died  from  laudanum-poisoning.    The  deceased  had 


been  in  the  habit  of  taking  drugs  for  years,  and  on  the 
Friday  prior  to  the  inquest  he  purchased  2  oz.  of  tincture  of 
opium  from  Mr.  A.  W.  Smith,  chemist  and  druggist,  Per- 
shore, stating  that  he  wanted  it  for  cattle.  He  returned  to 
to  the  Three  Tuns  Hotel,  where  he  was  staying,  and  the 
next  morning  was  found  dead  in  bed.  Mr.  Rusher,  surgeon, 
attributed  death  to  narcotic  poisoning,  and  said  the  bottle 
which  contained  the  laudanum  was  found  close  beside  the 
bed.    The  inquiry  was  adjourned. 

Sale  of  Poisons.— Mr.  Ryan-Tenison,  of  Bexhill-on-Sea, 
has  followed  up  his  inquiry  to  the  British  Medical  Jowrnal 
regarding  the  sale  of  poisons  by  addressing  a  letter  to  Mr. 
Richard  Bremridge,  in  which  he  said  :  "  A  patient  of  mine 
has  been  able  to  obtain,  since  July  last  (1889),  about  201. 
worth  of  opium  and  morphine  from  three  chemists.  Now, 
what  I  want  to  know  is,  whether  your  Society  is  willing  to 
help  on  any  movement  for  putting  the  sale  of  opium  in  such 
large  quantities  to  irresponsible  persons  under  stringent 
restrictions  ?  Surely  that  one  person  can  legally  be  supplied 
with  201.  worth  of  a  poisonous  remedy  points  to  the  useless- 
ness  of  the  Act  in  its  present  form.  I  am  laying  the  matter 
before  the  British  Medical  Association  with  a  view  to  getting 
it  placed  in  hands  which  can  procure  legislation  on  the 
subject."  To  this  Mr.  Bremridge,  four  days  later,  replied  :  "  I 
have  every  reason  to  believe  that  the  Society  would  give  due 
consideration  to  any  reasonable  proposition  for  the  amend- 
ment of  the  law  as  to  the  sale  of  poisons." 

The  Musk-deer. — The  Berlin  Zoological  Garden  has 
come  into  possession  of  the  first  living  specimen  of  the  male 
musk-deer  which  has  ever  reached  Europe.  On  looking  at 
the  little  animal,  says  the  IUustrirte  Zeitung  (we  quote  from 
the  American,  Druggist),  when  lying  in  its  cage,  it  appears 
like  a  puny  fawn  of  dark  chocolate- brown  colour,  with  a  few 
indistinct  but  lighter  stripes  and  spots  upon  the  rump,  and  a 
somewhat  greyish  head  endicg  in  a  peculiar,  broad  snout. 
When  it  is  at  liberty,  however,  its  movements  and  actions 
are  so  singular  that  it  seems  to  many  visitors  to  have  a 
resemblance  to  a  kangaroo.  A  favourite  position  of  the 
animal  is  to  sit  upon  its  haunches,  curving  the  back  very 
considerably,  and  placing  its  fore  feet  between  its  hind 
feet.  Frequently,  after  remaining  in  this  position  for  a  long 
time,  it  suddenly  twists,  lifts  and  turns  the  fore  part  of  its 
body  in  a  most  astonishing  and  almost  incredible  manner, 
jumps  to  and  fro,  and  suddenly,  perhaps,  assumes  the  role  of 
a  beast  of  prey,  cautiously  sneaking  or  prowling.  Its  small, 
long,  and  pointed  hoofs  are  placed  flat  on  the  ground,  and 
the  fetlocks  are  so  low  that  they  touch  the  ground  likewise. 
No  illustrations  which  have  heretofore  appeared,  and  which 
have  been  made  after  museum  specimens,  do  justice  to  the 
animal.  The  male  animal  is  distinguished  from  the  female 
particularly  by  having  protruding  tusks,  like  those  of  a 
boar;  on  the  other  hand,  there  is  not  a  sign  of  antlers 
noticeable. 

Carbolic-poisoning. — An  inquest  w;is  held  at  Liverpool, 
on  June  6,  touching  the  death  of  Samuel  Donabee,  a  labourer 
employed  in  the  sanitary  department  of  the  Corporation 
works.    On  the  Saturday  previous  the  man  was  found  lying 
in  a  state  of  insensibility  in  Everton  Brow.    His  clothes 
smelled  strongly  of  carbolic  acid,  and  he  was  taken  by  a 
police-constable  to  the  East  Dispensary,  where  he  was 
attended  to  by  Dr.  Booth,  but  he  ultimately  died  from 
carbolic-acid  poisoning.  A  bottle  of  the  acid,  quite  full  and 
with  a  glass  stopper,  was  found  in  his  pocket.    His  clothes 
were  saturated  with  acid,  and  his  face  and  mouth  bore  signs 
which  must  have  been  produced  by  his  drinking;  a  large 
quantity  of  it.    The  deceased  had  to  use  carbolic  acid  for 
disinfecting  purposes,  and  it  was  given  to  him  in  quantities 
of  a  gill  at  a  time.    The  jury  returned  an  open  verdict,  and 
added  a  presentment  that  it  was  desirable  for  all  carbolic 
acid  for  sanitary  and  other  purposes  to  be  as  far  as  possible 
contained  in  vessels  labelled  "Poison." — On  June  9  an  in- 
quest was  held  at  Bootle,  near  Liverpool,  on  the  body  of 
George  Probyn,  26,  a  dock  labourer,  of  49  Canal  Street.  On 
the  5th  inst.  deceased  was  found  in  an  unconscious  con- 
dition in  his  bedroom.    The  medical  evidence  showed  that 
death  was  due  to  carbolic  poisoning.    A  bottle  containing 
the  acid  was  found  between  the  deceased's  bed  and  the  wall 
of  the  room.    Verdict,  "  Suicide  whilst  temporarily  insane." 

Chlorodyne-poisoning. — On  Monday,  June  9,  an  in- 
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quiry  was  held  at  Buckland,  near  Portsmouth,  touching  the 
death  of  Sarah  Williams,  aged  28,  the  wife  of  Maurice 
Williams,  an  engine-room  artificer,  serving  on  H.M.S.  Excel- 
lent. The  deceased  had  been  in  the  habit  of  taking  opiates. 
The  husband  had  warned  the  chemists  of  the  town  not  to 
supply  her,  but  she  managed  to  obtain  the  drugs  by  sending 
the  neighbours'  children  for  them.  On  Friday  of  last  week 
she  was  found  dead  in  bed,  and  Dr.  J.  Green,  after  post- 
mortem examination,  stated  that  death  was  due  to  poisoning 
by  chlorodyne.  A  bottle  containing  the  drug  was  found 
under  deceased's  pillow,  from  which  80  or  90  drops  of 
chlorodyne  had  been  taken.  A  verdict  of  "  Misadventure  by 
taking  an  overdose  of  chlorodyne  "  was  returned. 

Industbial  Exhibition  in  Japan. — A  correspondent  of 
the  Ckemiker  Zeitung  gives  an  account  of  an  industrial 
exhibition  (the  third  of  its  kind)  which  was  opened  at  Tokio 
on  April  1  and  will  continue  until  the  end  of  June.  The  drug 
and  chemical  section  of  the  exhibition  is  one  of  its  most  un- 
satisfactory parts,  although  it  reveals  considerable  progress 
in  these  branches  of  industry  among  the  natives  of  Japan. 
Besides  many  well-known  raw  products  of  the  country,  there 
is  an  interesting  exhibit  of  petroleum,  kerosene,  and  machine- 
oils,  made  by  the  firm  of  Nihon  in  Koyu-Gaisha,  and  an 
illustrated  account  of  the  petroleum-fields  of  Yechigo,  which 
have  yielded  the  material  for  these  articles.  The  Japan 
Iodine  Company,  the  firm  of  Kase  in  Yamasaki,  and  the 
Drug- house  of  Yechisenya  (S.  Sugimoto)  exhibit  a  number  of 
pharmaceutical  preparations  of  considerable  purity  and 
merit. 

Fibes. — On  Saturday  last  a  fire  broke  out  at  the  warehouse 
of  Mr.  B.  Adams,  chemist,  Market  Place,  Mansfield.  A  con- 
siderable quantity  of  combustibles  was  usually  kept  in  the 
warehouse,  but  fortunately  there  was  only  a  little  benzoline 
in  a  tank  in  the  place  at  the  time  the  fire  occurred.  The 
flames  were  subdued  before  much  damage  was  done.  A 
man  named  Denman  was  rather  severely  burnt  whilst  help- 
ing to  extinguish  the  fire. — On  Tuesday  there  was  a  fire  on 
the  premises  of  Mr.  J.  H.  Waldron,  chemist  and  druggist, 
Broad  Street,  Hanley.  Frank  Webster,  one  of  Mr.  Waldron's 
employes,  went  down  to  the  cellar  to  draw  off  some  black 
varnish  from  a  barrel.  He  had  a  candle  with  him.  The 
candle  lit  the  varnish-vapour,  an  explosion  followed,  the 
varnish -barrel  was  shattered,  the  contents  taking  fire,  and 
young  Webster  received  somewhat  serious  injury  to  his  face. 
The  fire  brigade  soon  put  the  fire  out,  but  the  stock  in  the 
cellar  was  considerably  damaged. 

Fatal  Medicine  Mistakes.— At  Sheffield  Mrs.  Harriett 
Raynor  died  from  the  effects  of  an  overdose  of  laudanum. 
Mrs.  Raynor  was  suffering  from  bronchitis  and  had  been 
ordered  by  the  doctor  to  take  some  laudanum  to  induce 
sleep.  The  bottle  containing  this  was  placed  with  other 
bottles,  and  she  took  a  dose  in  mistake  for  her  ordinary 
medicine,  with  fatal  effect. — An  extraordinary  case  of 
poisoning  ha^  occurred  at  Milan.  A  widow  named  Ravizzo 
had  been  in  the  habit  of  taking  a  certain  medicine  for  heart 
disease.  This  she  recommended  to  a  friend,  giving  her  a 
bottle  to  procure  it  in,  on  which  was  written,  as  she  thought, 
the  prescription.  The  friend  procured  the  drug,  but  was 
seized  with  violent  pains  after  taking  it.  Ravizzo  seeing  this 
foolishly  drank  the  remainder  to  learn  if  she  had  made  no 
mistake  but  had  given  the  right  bottle.  She  was  at  once 
attacked  with  the  same  symptoms,  and,  in  spite  of  remedies, 
died.  Her  friend  is  in  extreme  danger.— An  inquest  was 
held  at  Birkenhead  on  May  27,  touching  the  death  of 
Elizabeth  Jones,  aged  29,  a  single  woman.  The  deceased 
had  been  an  invalid  and  was  in  the  habit  of  taking  laudanum. 
On  the  previous  Sunday  she  took  a  large  dose,  which  proved 
fatal.  A  verdict  was  returned  of  "  Death  from  natural  causes, 
accelerated  by  the  injudicious  use  of  laudanum." — A  little 
boy  aged  3  years,  named  George  Halton,  of  Stockport,  died 
in  great  agony  on  June  5,  after  drinking  a  preparation  of 
atropia,  which  his  mother  had  left  in  his  way.— An  inquest 
was  held  by  the  Lancashire  county  coroner  on  June  5,  on  the 
body  of  Mr.  J.  A.  Polding,  veterinary  surgeon,  of  Bury.  The 
deceased  had  been  suffering  from  chronic  rheumatism,  and 
a  lotion  had  been  given  him  by  the  doctor  composed  of 
belladonna.  This  was  in  deceased's  bedroom,  and  it  is  con- 
jectured that  he  drank  it.  A  verdict  was  given  of  "  Dcatli 
from  narcotic  poisoning,  self-administered,  but  under  what 
circumstances  there  was  no  evidence  to  prove." 


FRENCH  PHARMACEUTICAL  NEWS. 
{From  our  Parit  Correspondent.) 


The  Effects  of  Etheb-inhaling.— A  lady  pleaded  a 
chronic  state  of  muddle-headedness  through  inhaling  ether 
when  charged  at  the  police  court,  a  few  days  since,  with 
exchanging  her  antiquated  headgear  for  a  new  hat,  valued 
at  31.,  in  a  well-known  shop.  The  magistrate  let  her  off 
with  a  fine  of  11.,  on  the  cobt  of  the  hat  being  paid  into 
court. 

The  Fbaudulent  Sale  of  Mabgabine  as  butter  is  as 
prevalent  in  France  as  elsewhere.  M.  de  Villebois  Mareuil 
intends  submitting  a  Bill  to  the  Chamber  by  which  manu- 
facturers of  margarine  will  be  forced  to  sell  their  product 
rose-coloured.  Also,  by  this  Bill,  manufacturers  will  be 
prohibited  from  producing  and  selling  both  the  real  and 
imitation  article. 

The  Feench  Manufactubing  Pebfumebs  have  had 
the  question  of  a  Chambre  Syndicate  before  them  for  some 
time.  It  is  now  taking  a  definite  form,  fifty-one  of  the 
leading  firms  connected  with  this  important  trade  having 
signified  their  desire  to  become  members.  A  strong  com- 
mittee has  been  formed,  with  M.  Guerlaix  aine  as  president, 
for  the  purpose  of  deciding  on  the  course  of  action  the 
Chamber  shall  take. 

Peoduction  of  Salt  in  Feance.— In  1876  upwards  of 
550,000  tons  of  salt  were  produced  in  Fiance ;  since  then 
the  output  has  reached  666,000  tons.  The  product  is 
obtained  principally  from  the  departments  of  the  Bouches 
du  Rhone,  Landes,  Charente  Inferieuse,  Doubs,  and  Meurthe 
and  Moselle,  also  from  the  small  island  of  Re,  on  the  west 
coast.  The  annual  consumption  of  salt  in  this  country  is 
equal  to  the  production  of  fourteen  years  ago.  About 
376,000  tons  are  used  for  purposes  of  alimentation. 

Plague  of  Cbickets  in  Algeeia.  —  News  recently  to 
hand  states  that  the  valley  of  Nahr-el-Ouassil,  Upper  ChelifL, 
is  infested  with  crickets.  Masses  of  them  fill  the  river,  and 
the  putrid  fermentation  resulting  causes  much  uneasiness. 
Fifteen  hundred  soldiers  have  been  despatched  from  Oran 
to  assist  in  turning  the  tide  of  the  plague,  and  certain 
eminent  chemists  are  said  to  be  giving  the  matter  close 
attention. 

L'Academie  des  Sciences.  —  M.  Friedel  read  a  paper 
before  the  Academy  on  Monday  concerning  certain  dis- 
coveries made  by  him,  with  the  assistance  of  his  son, 
M.  Georges  Friedel,  regarding  the  action  of  alkaline  clays  on 
certain  minerals.  By  submitting  mica  to  the  action  of 
potash,  soda,  and  chalk,  he  obtained  five  minerals,  which 
have  undoubtedly  been  produced  by  the  same  means  in 
nature.  Impressed  by  these  excellent  results,  the  adminis- 
trative commission  of  the  Academy  has  voted  a  subsidy  to- 
Messrs.  Friedel  to  aid  them  in  continuing  their  researches. 

Caught  in  His  Own  Teap.—  The  idea  of  drugging  wine 
which  disappears  surreptitiously  is  old,  but  a  steward  named 
Bertrand  Cattete  has  got  into  serious  trouble  at  Auch  by  the 
death  of  one  servant  and  illness  of  four  others  through 
drinking  wine  he  had  poisoned.  Cattete  had  exchanged  the 
wine  alioted  for  the  servants'  use  by  some  of  very  inferior 
quality.  The  latter  found  this  out,  and  took  what 
they  considered  their  own  by  picking  the  lock  of  the  cellar- 
door,  on  discovering  which  the  steward  poisoned  the  whole 
cask.    He  now  has  to  answer  to  a  charge  of  manslaughter. 

Peotection  in  Feance. — The  object  the  French 
Chamber  has  in  view  in  imposing  a  duty  of  3f.  per  100  kilos, 
on  rice  is  probably  that  of  protecting  its  Oriental  possessions. 
Rice  is  very  little  used  in  the  form  of  food  here,  so  that  the 
direct  sufferers  from  this  duty  will  be  the  firms  who  use  the 
article  for  producing  starch  or  spirits.  Protection  seems  to 
win  all  along  the  line  in  this  country,  and  when  the  com- 
mercial treaties  terminate  two  years  hence  foreign  goods 
will  be  still  more  heavily  taxed.  The  result  mint  be  to 
increase  the  already  high  cost  of  living,  especially  in  Pans, 
as  ordinary  taxation  is  not  likely  to  be  reduced.  Another 
effect  will  be  to  further  cripple  the  export  trade  ot  tne 
country.

Foemal  Business. 

A  report  from  the  Law  Committee  was  discussed  and 
adopted,  and  resolutions  passed  thereon. 

Licences  were  sealed  for  the  following  gentlemen  who  had 
passed  the  April  final  examination: — Messrs.  Charles  L. 
Crosbie,  John  J.  Curtin,  Edwin  L.  Gilbert,  Edward  James 
O'Donnell,  Charles  O'Hagan,  and  James  Patrick  Mil  wood. 

The  Belfast  Pbosecutions. 

Letters  were  read  from  Messrs.  Samuel  Gibson  and  Thomas 
McDowell,  of  Belfast,  requesting  the  Council  to  withdraw 
the  prosecutions  against  them  for  illegal  dispensing. 

The  Vice-President  said  that  when  the  two  other  cases 
were  tried — one  being  for  illegal  compounding,  and  the 
other  for  the  illegal  sale  of  poisons — it  was  agreed  that,  if 
an  appeal  should  go  against  them,  the  result  of  it  should  de- 
cide the  present  cases.  These  gentlemen  now  asked  to  have 
the  prosecution  against  them  withdrawn,  but  they  did  not 
say  anything  about  paying  the  costs. 

Dr.  Burnes  :  Let  us  tell  them  that  we  will  not  proceed  fur- 
ther against  them  if  they  pay  the  fines  and  costs  and  publish 
statements  in  the  newspapers  that  they  will  not  infringe  the 
law  again. 

Mr.  Hayes  :  I  would  not  ask  for  so  heavy  a  punishment 
as  that.  If  they  pay  the  51.  penalty  and  costs,  we  should 
proceed  no  further  against  them. 

The  Vice-Peesident  :  We  have  still  to  go  down  and  fight 
the  other  two  cases. 

Mr.  Hodgson  :  Mr.  Gibson  is  very  much  bound  up  with 
the  gentlemen  who  are  promoting  the  Amendment  Bill. 

The  Vice-Peesident  :  He  is  their  treasurer. 

On  the  motion  of  Mr.  Hodgson,  seconded  by  Dr.  Burnes, 
ihe  following  resolution  was  passed  : — 

That  the  prosecution  against  Mr.  S  imuel  Gibson,  Belfast,  be  with- 
drawn upon  his  paying  the  fine  and  all  expenses  to  the  present 
time,  and  writing  a  letter  undertaking  not  in  future  to  compound 
prescriptions,  which  letter  is  to  be  written  in  accordance  with  the 
views  of  our  legal  adviser. 

On  the  motion  of  Mr.  Doran,  seconded  by  Mr.  Simpson, 
a  resolution  in  similar  terms  was  passed  with  reference  to 
the  case  of  Mr.  Thomas  McDowell,  of  Belfast.

Recognising  Schools. 

A  letter  was  read  from  Dr.  John  Muter,  Lecturer  on 
Chemistry  in  the  South  London  School  of  Pharmacy 
(Limited),  stating  that  he  had  been  instructed  by  the  board 
and  directors  of  that  institution  to  apply  to  the  Council  to 
place  it  on  the  list  of  schools  recognised  by  the  Society. 
The  writer  stated  that  it  was  the  oldest  school  in  Great 
Britain  next  to  that  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Great 
Britain. 

On  the  motion  of  Dr.  Burnes,  seconded  by  Mr.  Merrin,  the 
consideration  of  Dr.  Muter's  letter  was  deferred  until  the 
next  meeting  of  the  Council. 

CONGBATULATOBY. 

Mr.  P.  J.  Devlin,  a  licentiate,  wrote  congratulating  the 
Council  on  the  success  of  their  Belfast  prosecutions,  and 
enclosing  the  membership  fee.  A  similar  letter  was  received 
from  Mr.  James  Kiloh.^licentiate,  Cork. 

Pharmaceutical  Chemists  and  Public  Appointments. 

A  letter  from  Mr.  W.  C.  Carden,  licentiate,  announced 
that  he  had  been  appointed  apothecary  to  the  Watnford 
District  Lunatic  Asylum,  and  suggested  that  a  list  of  the 
licentiates  of  the  Society  who  held  public  appointments 
should  be  printed  in  the  Calendar. 

On  the  motion  of  Mr.  Simpson,  seconded  by  Mr.  Hayes, 
the  suggestion  of  Mr.  Carden  was  adopted. 

The  Ieish  Cebtificate  in  the  United  States. 

A  letter,  dated  May  13,  from  Mr.  Frederick  B.  Kilmer, 
New  Brunswick,  stated  that  registration  would  be  granted 
to  the  licentiates  of  the  Society  in  the  following  States  of 
America: — Alabama,  Arkansas,  North  and  South  Dakota, 
Indiana,  Georgia,  Indian  Territory,  Maryland  (except  Balti- 
more), Washington,  Mississippi,  Nevada,  Oregon,  Texas, 
Montana,  New  Mexico,  Tennessee,  Utah,  Vermont,  and 
Wyoming. 

On  the  motion  of  Dr.  Burnes,  seconded  by  Mr.  Merrin, 
thanks  were  voted  to  Mr.  Kilmer  for  his  letter. 

Chabges  against  the  Examinees. 

A  letter  was  read  from  Mr.  George  Brown,  M.P.S.,  in  refer- 
ence to  the  London  City  School. 

The  Vice-Peesident  remarked  that,  as  the  letter  con- 
tained charges  against  the  examinations  of  the  Society,  it 
might  be  well  to  refer  it  to  the  Law  Committee,  in  order 
that  they  might  report  upon  it. 

Mr.  Hayes  thought  the  letter  ought  to  be  treated  with 
contempt. 

The  Vice-Peesident  said  that  Mr.  Brown  himself  had  to 
work  very  hard  to  pass  the  Society's  examination,  and  be  did 
not  find  it  so  very  easy  to  do  so.  The  number  of  candidates 
that  were  rejected  proved  either  that  some  of  the  men  who 
came  up  were  a  very  bad  lot,  or  that  the  examinations  were 
a  fair  test  of  qualifications. 

The  letter  was  ordered  to  be  marked  "  Read." 

Various  Applications. 

Mr.  William  C.  Harvey  wrote,  asking  whether  the  Council 
could  accept  from  him  a  certificate  of  practical  pharmacy 
from  the  qualified  manager  of  a  company. 

The  Pbesident  :  This  manager  is  a  pharmaceutical 
chemist,  but  the  others  of  the  firm  are  not. 

The  Vice-Peesident  :  According  to  our  regulations  we 
cannot  receive  this  certificate. 

The  Registrar  was  directed  to  reply  to  Mr.  Harvey,  stating 
that  his  application  could  not  be  entertained. 

A  Preliminary  certificate  was  accepted  from  Mr.  John 
Ewing,  but  Mr.  H.  B.  Creagh,  who  asked  to  be  granted  the 
licence,  was  told  the  Council  had  no  power  to  accede. 

Nominations  fob  Membership. 

The  following  gentlemen  were  nominated  for  membership 
of  the  Society : — Mr.  Alexander  Ferguson  Allen,  the 
Adelaide  Hospital,  Dublin ;  M.  Peter  J.  Devlin,  Thurles ; 
Mr.  James  Kiloh,  Cork  ;  Mr.  Francis  Joseph  Neale,  Rathgar, 
Dublin;  Mr.  Patrick  Scanlan  Pearse,  Limerick;  Mr.  J.  W. 
Williams,  Fermoy. 

Some  other  business  having  been  disposed  of,  the  Council 
adjourned. 
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The  Pharmacy  Act.— Police  Prosecution. 

At  the  Bradford  West  Riding  Court,  on  Monday,  June  9, 
before  Colonel  Hirst,  C.B.,  Mr.  George  Hodgson,  and  Mr.  E. 
P.  Arnold-Forster,  Joseph  Holroyd,  of  Cleckheaton,  was 
charged  under  the  Pharmacy  Act  with  not  having  complied 
with  the  provisions  of  the  Act  in  respect  to  the  sale  of  a 
poisonous  drug  on  May  28  last.  Mr.  W.  H.  Hines,  solicitor, 
appeared  for  the  defendant.  Superintendent  Symonds,  said 
the  defendant  was  the  proprietor  of  an  establishment  in  West- 
gate,  Cleckheaton,  which  he  called  the  "  Medical  Hall,"  and 
on  the  day  named  he  sold  to  a  woman  who  called  at  his  shop 
a  small  quantity  of  laudanum  in  a  bottle  supplied  by  him, 
upon  which  there  was  neither  his  own  name  nor  address, 
but  simply  the  Word  "  Poison  "  on  a  red  label.  The  defendant 
was  without  any  qualification  to  sell  such  drugs,  and  pro- 
bably subsequent  proceedings  would  be  taken  against  him 
for  so  doing.  Emily  Rukin,  the  wife  of  John  Rukin,  miner, 
of  Hartshead  Moor,  Cleckheaton,  said  she  went  to  the  shop 
of  the  defendant,  Holroyd,  on  the  forenoon  of  May  28,  last, 
and  asked  for  sixpennyworth  of  laudanum.  The  defendant 
supplied  her  with  the  drug  in  a  bottle  provided  by  him,  for 
which  she  paid  Id.,  and  6d.  for  the  laudanum.  There  was 
nothing  upon  the  bottle  except  a  red  label  containing  the 
word  "  Poison."  She  went  home  and  took  all  the  sixpenny- 
worth  at  one  dose.  Mr.  Hines,  in  cross-examination, 
endeavoured  to  elicit  from  Mrs.  Rukin  that  she  had  been  in 
the  habit  of  taking  laudanum,  but  she  denied  that  she  had 
ever  taken  any  before.  She  had  asked  for  the  drug  for 
another  woman,  but  that  was  a  falsehood.  She  also  denied 
that  Holroyd  refused  to  sell  her  the  drug.  John  Rukin, 
husband  of  the  last  witness,  gave  evidence  of  finding  his 
wife  on  that  day,  in  a  semi-unconscious  state.  In  con- 
sequence of  what  she  said,  he  searched  the  house  and  found 
the  bottle  bearing  the  red  label.  The  police  were  in- 
formed, and  a  doctor  was  called  in.  The  latter  used  the 
stomach-pump  and  other  means  to  abstract  the  poisonous 
fluid.  Sergeant  Lawson,  who  was  called  in,  said  he  took 
possession  of  the  empty  bottle,  and  next  morning  visited  the 
shop  of  the  defendant  and  asked  him  whether  he  sold 
laudanum,  and  how  much  he  had  sold  to  a  woman  on  the 
previous  day.  At  first  defendant  said  he  did  sell  laudanum, 
and  then  denied  having  sold  any  to  any  woman  on  the  pre- 
vious day,  saying  that  he  was  not  certified  to  sell  such  drugs. 
The  bottle  was  sent  to  Mr.  Allen,  Sheffield,  West  Riding 
analyst,  who  gave  evidence  to  the  effect  that  it  had  contained 
laudanum.  Mr.  Hines,  for  the  defendant,  denied  the  sale, 
and  called  a  witness  named  John  Ogden,  cabinetmaker, 
Cleckheaton,  to  prove  that  Mrs.  Rukin  called  at  the  defen- 
dant's shop  on  the  morning  of  May  28,  and  in  his  presence 
asked-  for  a  shilling's  worth  of  laudanum,  which  defendant 
refused  to  sell  her.  Mr.  Hines  stated  that  under  the 
provisions  of  the  Pharmacy  Act  he  was  prohibited  from 
calling  the  defendant.  The  Bench  considered  the  offence 
to  have  been  proved,  and  imposed  a  fine  of  40s.,  with  costs, 
or  one  month's  imprisonment. 


The  Irish  Pharmacy  Act.— Prosecutions  at  Belfast. 

In  the  Belfast  Summons  Court  on  Friday  last,  before  Mr. 
R.  J.  Eaton,  R.M.,  Mr.  Thomas  McClelland,  J.P.,  and  Dr. 
McGee,  J. P.,  four  cases  were  listed  for  hearing,  at  the  suit  of 
the  Council  of  the  Irish  Pharmaceutical  Society,  against 
members  of  the  chemist  and  druggist  trade  in  Belfast,  for 
the  sale  of  poisons  and  dispensing  or  compounding  of 
medical  prescriptions,  contrary,  as  alleged,  to  the  existing 
law.  It  will  be  remembered  that  the  same  bench  imposed 
a  fine  of  51.  in  each  of  two  cases  on  a  former  day — one  con- 
viction being  against  Mr.  W.  J.  Rankin,  New  Lodge  Road, 
Belfast,  for  the  sale  of  laudanum,  and  the  other  against  Mr.  R. 
Henderson,  Great  Victoria  Street,  for  compounding  a  medical 
prescription,  both  parties  not  being,  as  contended,  registered 
for  these  purposes.  Mr.  Henderson's  case  was  carried  on 
appeal  before  the  Recorder  of  Belfast,  who  confirmed  the 
magistrates'  decision.  In  Mr.  Rankin's  case  it  was  under- 
stood that   a  case  would  be  "  stated "  for  the  superior 


courts,  and  meantime  the  Association  of  Irish  Chemists  and 
Druggists  promoted  a  Bill  in  the  House  of  Commons  to 
amend  the  law  under  which  these  actions  had  been 
brought. 

At  the  sitting  of  the  court  on  Friday, 

Mr.  McErlean,  solicitor  (with  whom  was  Mr.  W.  Harper) 
said  his  clients,  the  traders  who  had  been  summoned,  were 
unable  to  proceed,  as  the  court  had  not  "  stated  "  a  case  in 
the  Rankin  prosecution,  and  they  had  therefore  had  no 
opportunity  of  having  the  various  points  reviewed  by 
Chief  Baron  Pallas,  whose  opinion  would  be  of  inestimable 
value. 

Mr.  Eaton  sa-!d  a  case  had  been  brought  before  the 
Recorder,  who  had  agreed  with  the  magistrates  that  a 
non-registered  chemist  had  no  right  to  compound  a  pre- 
scription. 

Mr.  McErlean  admitted  that  the  case  referred  to  was 
settled  by  the  Recorder's  decision,  but  it  was  in  Mr. 
Rankin's  case  that  they  had  consented  to  send  forward  points 
for  review,  and,  although  the  usual  preliminary  notice  had 
been  served,  nothing  had  been  done.  They  were  unable  to 
act  until  the  Court  "  stated"  the  case. 

Mr.  Eaton :  Why  do  you  not  draft  a  case  "  stated,"  and 
let  us  see  it  1 

Mr.  McErlean  said  it  was  the  duty  of  the  magistrates, 
and  the  magistrates  alone,  to  draw  up  the  statement. 

Mr.  Eaton  was  under  the  impression  that  a  case  had  been 
decided  quite  recently  in  England,  in  which  a  similar  deci- 
sion to  this  was  recorded. 

Mr.  McErlean  replied  that  the  law  in  England  and  Ireland 
was  altogether  different.  In  England  two  registers  existed, 
and  in  Ireland  only  one ;  and  they  held  that  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society  had  no  standing  in  court  so  long  as  they 
omitted  to  comply  with  the  statute  requiring  two  registers 
to  be  kept — one  for  pharmaceutical  chemists  and  one  for 
chemists  and  druggists.  The  point,  therefore,  in  the  English 
case  was  different  and  distinct  from  that  raised  here.  The 
point  in  England  was  that  a  duly-qualified  chemist  only, 
and  not  his  employe,  could  fill  up  a  prescription.  The  point 
here  was  that  a  duly- qualified  chemist  who  was  not  registered, 
because  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  thought  fit  to  ignore  the 
Act  and  have  no  register,  should  not  sell  poisons.  The  ele- 
ment of  law  entered  largely  into  the  case  of  Mr.  Rankin,  so- 
far  as  to  raise  the  right  of  a  chemist  to  sell  poisons,  even 
irrespective  of  the  second  register  which  should  be  kept. 
But  this  position  was  the  broad  one,  that  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  could  not  come  into  court  until  they  had  a  second 
register,  and  were  able  to  produce  it.  He  was  prepared  to 
argue  on  the  poisons  question  that  any  person  had  a  right  to 
sell  poisons. 

Mr.  Eaton  :  The  Act  of  Parliament  provides  for  the  sale  of 
poisons,  and  you  cannot  go  beyond  that. 

Mr.  McErlean :  Yes  ;  but  there  is  a  section  which  provides 
that  the  clauses  they  have  gone  under  shall  not  be  in 
operation  until  certain  things  have  been  done,  and  especially 
until  the  register  of  chemists  and  druggists  has  been  made 
out.    I  think  we  are  entitled  to  have  the  case  stated. 

Mr.  Eaton  was  afraid  there  was  some  misapprehension 
regarding  a  promise  of  the  court  to  state  a  case.  Ho  had  no 
recollection  of  any  such  promise,  nor  had  his  brother-magis- 
trates. 

Mr.  McErlean  and  Mr.  Harper  assured  the  court  that  the 
promise  was  a  most  distinct  one,  given  in  open  court,  and  re- 
ported in  the  press. 

Mr.  Eaton  did  not  see  that  there  was  any  case  to  be  stated  ; 
there  was  really  no  vital  point  to  be  submitted  to  the  superior 
courts. 

Mr.  McErlean  was  surprised  that  the  court  should  take 
this  view,  seeing  that  the  four  cases  listed  for  that  day  were 
adjourned  on  the  special  ground  that  it  was  necessary  to  ob- 
tain the  opinion  of  the  superior  courts  before  going  further. 
He  appealed  to  the  court  to  reconsider  the  position  of 
affairs. 

Mr.  Mclnerncy,  barristcr-at-law  (for  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society),  said  there  was  a  remedy  if  the  magistrates  did  not 
grant  a  case.  The  defence  could  apply  for  a  mandamus  to 
compel  them  to  do  so. 

Mr.  McErlean  cnllcd  Mr.  Clotworthy,  a  well-known  chemist 
and  druggist  in  the  city,  and  asked  that  he  should  be  sworn 
to  prove  from  recollection  the  promise  of  the  court  to  state 
a  case. 
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Mr.  Eaton  said  he  could  not  allow  a  witness  to  prove  to 
the  court  that  the  court  had  done  a  thing  which  the  court 
was  satisfied  it  had  not  done.  It  would  be  most  irregular  to 
take  evidence  of  that  character. 

Mr.  McErlean  said  most  respectable  traders  and  many 
independent  witnesses  were  ready  to  testify  to  their  recol- 
lection of  the  promise,  and  of  the  understanding  upon  which 
the  cases  stood  adjourned. 

Dr.  McGee :  That  is  no  reason  why  we  should  not  come  to 
the  conclusion  from  our  own  recollection  that  we  gave  no 
promise  and  entered  into  no  understanding. 

Mr.  McErlean :  I  suppose  it  is  not,  your  worship,  but  it  is 
rather  hard  on  our  clients. 

Mr.  Eaton  :  Is  there  not  a  Bill  before  Parliament  to  settle 
this  whole  business  ? 

Mr.  McErlean :  There  is ;  and  perhaps  if  we  had  another 
adjournment  the  last  would  be  heard  of  these  cases. 

Mr.  Eaton :  That  would  be  an  easy  way  of  disposing  of 
the  difficulty. 

Mr.  McErlean :  At  any  rate,  we  cannot  go  on  in  the  face  of 
what  has  happened,  for  your  worships'  refusal  to  state  a  case 
comes  on  us  by  surprise,  and  we  were  not  ready  for  it 
With  such  men  as  Mr.  Sexton  and  Mr.  William  Johnston  in 
charge  of  the  Bill,  it  is  sure  to  pass,  and  that  will»give  the 
unmistakable  sanction  of  the  Legislature  to  a  legitimate 
trade  and  calling,  and  prevent  these  gentlemen  of  the  Phar- 
maceutical Society  from  attempting  the  confiscation  of 
property  all  over  the  country.  I  would  suggest  an  adjourn- 
ment. 

Mr.  Mclnerney  said  he  had  no  objection  to  an  adjourn- 
ment, as  he  did  not  want  to  take  the  other  side  by 
surprise. 

It  was  then  arranged  that  the  cases  should  stand  over  for 
a  further  term  of  six  weeks. 


The  Apothecaries  Act.— Action  against  a  Chemist. 

On  Wednesday,  11th  inst.,  in  the  Alfreton  (Derbyshire) 
County  Court,  before  his  honour,  Judge  Barber,  Q.C.,  the 
master,  wardens,  and  the  Society  of  the  Art  and  Mystery  of 
Apothecaries  of  the  City  of  London  claimed  201.  from 
Edward  Merrick  Greensell,  chemist  and  druggist,  of  South 
Normanton,  Derbyshire.  The  action  was  brought  under  the 
Apothecaries  Act  (1815),  and  the  penalty  was  claimed  on  the 
ground  that  "  during  the  month  of  January,  1889,  and  during 
several  succeeding  months  afterwards,  defendant,  not  being 
qualified  to  do  so,  did  act  and  practice  as  an  apothecary  by 
then  and  there  as  such  apothecary  attending,  advising,  and 
furnishing  and  supplying  medicines  to  and  for  the  use  of 
certain  persons— to  wit,  one  Thomas  Bamford  and  one 
Joseph  Boot." 

Mr.  Nelson  appeared  for  the  plaintiff  company,  and  Mr. 
Slack,  solicitor,  of  Clay  Cross  and  Chesterfield,  defended.- 

Mr.  Nelson  said  that  section  14  of  55  George  III.,  c.  194, 
enacted  that  "it  shall  not  be  lawful  for  any  person  or 
persons  (except  persons  already  in  practice  as  such)  to  prac- 
tice as  an  apothecary  in  any  part  of  England  or  Wales,  unless 
he  or  they  shall  have  been  examined  by  the  said  Court  of 
Examiners,  or  the  major  part  of  them,  and  have  received  a 
certificate  of  his  or  their  being  duly  qualified  to  practice." 
And  section  20  prescribed  a  penalty  of  201.  against  every 
person  so  offending.  Section  26  provides  that  this  penalty 
may  be  recovered  by  action  in  the  name  of  the  Society  of 
Apothecaries,  and  in  the  case  of  Apothecaries  Company  v. 
Burt,  19  L.  J.,  Exch.  334,  it  was  decided  that  such  action 
might  be  brought  in  the  County  Court.  Unless  defendant 
was  in  possession  of  a  licence  by  some  Scotch  or  Irish 
Licensing  body  at  the  time  of  the  passing  of  the  Medical 
Act,  1858,  or  was  fully  registered  and  had  obtained  a  certifi- 
cate of  qualification,  he  was  liable  for  the  penalty.  The  prac- 
tice of  an  apothecary  consisted  in  attending  and  advising 
patients  afflicted  with  diseases  requiring  medical  (as  dis- 
tinguished from  surgical)  treatment,  and  supplying  medicines 
for  their  cure  or  relief.  The  class  of  cases  described  con- 
sisted of  such  diseases  as  consumption,  pleurisy,  and  all 
diseases  of  the  heart,  stomach,  liver,  &c,  when  unattended 
by  any  external  wound  or  sore,  and  when  medical  treatment, 
unaided  by  manual  operation,  was  called  for.  In  the  following 
cases  the  definition  of  an  apothecary  was  carefully-described  : 
— Allison  v.  Haydon,  1  Moore  and  Payne,  588 ;  Apothecaries 
Company  v.  Greenough,  1,  2,  B.  799;  Apothecaries  Company 


v.  Lotinga,  2  Moody  and  Robinson,  495.  The  latter  case  was 
the  leading  case  on  the  subject.  Mr.  Justice  Cresswell  in  an 
elaborate  judgment  in  that  case  distinguished  between  a 
surgeon  and  an  apothecary ;  he  said :  "  I  apprehend  that  an 
apothecary  is  a  person  who  professes  to  judge  of  internal 
disease  by  its  symptoms  and  applies  himself  to  cure  that 
disease  by  medicines.  .  .  .  If,  for  instance,  in  the  case  of  a 
broken  leg  it  becomes  necessary  to  administer  medicine,  no 
doubt  the  surgeon  may  lawfully  do  so ;  but,  on  the  other 
hand,  if  a  surgeon  take  upon  himself  to  cure  a  fever  he  steps 
out  of  his  lawful  province,  and  is  not  authorised  to 
administer  medicine  in  such  a  case.  You  then,  on  the 
whole,  are  to  say  whether,  in  the  instances  proved  before 
you,  the  defendant  acted  as  an  apothecary  or  as  a  surgeon. 
Take  the  case  of  Ann  Pace.  It  is  said  that  hers  was  a  sur- 
gical case  ;  but  can  a  consumption  fairly  be  so  classed  ?  .  .  . 
But  then,  it  is  said,  if  he  did  not  supply  the  medicines  as  a 
surgeon,  still  he  did  not  supply  them  as  an  apothecary,  but  as 
a  chemist.  But  a  chemist  is  one  that  sells  medicines  which 
are  asked  for ;  whereas  if  you  believe  the  evidence, 
the  present  defendant  himself  selected  the  medicines 
and  determined  on  '  which  he  ought  to  give." 
In  the  recent  case  of  Apothecaries'  Company  v.  Welch, 
before  the  Divisional  Court,  and  of  which  shorthand  writers' 
notes  of  judgment  were  produced,  the  Master  of  the  Rolls 
laid  it  down  that  it  was  unnecessary  to  prove  that  the  "  de- 
fendant acted  as  an  apothecary  in  every  respect  and  to  every 
intent ;  if  he  acted  in  any  way  as  an  apothecary  he  breaks 
the  Act."  The  case  of  Apothecaries'  Company  v.  Bentley 
(1  Carr  and  Paine,  538)  had  decided  that  the  onus probandi 
was  on  the  defendant  to  prove  he  was  registered.  The  only 
qualification,  however,  which  defendant  had,  or  alleged  to 
have,  was  "  L.M.,  Coombe  House,  Dublin,"  which  entitled  a 
man  to  practise  in  midwifery.  He  had  no  further  qualifica- 
tion than  a  certificate  from  the  Derby  Infirmary.  In  1888,  a 
man  holding  this  very  same  degree — if  he  might  call  it  so — was 
defeated  in  an  action  brought  against  him  by  the  Apothecaries' 
Company,  in  Burslem  County  Court.  The  only  thing,  there- 
fore, incumbent  on  the  plaintiffs  was  to  prove  the  defendant 
had  practised  in  case  of  diseaseswhich  had  been  treated  medi- 
cally as  distinct  from  surgically  ,that  he  had  supplied  medicines, 
and  had  been  paid  for  his  services.  The  defendant  for  some 
years  acted  as  an  unqualified  assistant  to  qualified  medical 
men  in  the  district,  but  for  the  last  few  years  had  been  carrying 
on  a  large  practice  ostensibly  as  a  qualified  medical  man.  He 
kept  an  open  surgery  in  the  main  street  in  South  Normanton. 
He  interviewed  patients,  and  supplied  them  with  medicines. 
He  had  printed  bills,  which  were  sent  out  periodically.  He 
was  a  medical  officer  to  twelve  or  fifteen  sick  clubs  in  the 
district,  in  which  his  practice  and  treatment  was  almost 
purely  medical.  He  gave  certificates  of  illness  from  various 
causes,  some  of  which  were  produced.  He  also  gave 
certificates  of  death,  both  to  the  registrar  of  births  and 
deaths  and  to  the  officers  of  the  various  clubs.  The  registrar 
and  officers  had  been  subpoenaed  to  produce  the  certificates. 
The  coroner  would  also  prove  that  certificates  had  been 
tendered  certifying  death  which  had  been  refused  by  him. 
By  the  Friendly  Society  Act  every  medical  officer  of  a 
friendly  society  must  be  a  qualified  medical  man.  A 
certificate  to  this  effect  had  been  obtained.  The  treasurer 
of  some  of  the  clubs  and  other  people  would  prove  payment 
to  the  defendant  of  bills  for  medicine  and  medical  services. 
In  every  respect  defendant  had  acted  as  though  he  were  a 
fully-qualified  man.  It  was  needless  to  explain  how  unfair 
this  was,  not  only  for  people  who  were  entitled  to  have  the 
proper  qualified  assistance  of  a  doctor,  whetker  they  were 
members  of  a  club  or  not ;  it  was  also  unfair,  and  tended  to 
bring  into  disrepute  the  medical  profession,  which  had  always 
held  such  a  high  position  for  skill,  refinement,  and  culture 
in  the  country. 

His  Honour  asked  what  the  defence  was  ? 

Mr.  Slack  replied  that  they  had  acted  as  an  apothecary. 
But  he  had  *o  raise  a  technical  objection.  It  was  provided 
by  Section  27  that  twenty-one  days'  notice  must  be  given. 

Some  discussion  followed,  from  which  it  appeared  that  the 
Society  had  given  notice  to  the  defendant  twelve  months 
previously. 

Mr.  Slack  ultimately  withdrew  his  objection,  but  pleaded 
that  his  client  did  not  know  the  law  on  the  subject. 

His  Honour  said  this  was  a  useless  plea.  Every  man  ought 
to  know  the  law. 
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George  Adams,  of  Pinxton  Wharf,  a  member  of  the 
Perseverance  Lodge  of  Oddfellows,  said  the  defendant  was 
the  doctor.  In  May  he  was  suffering  from  pleurisy,  and 
Dr.  Greensell  gave  him  a  certificate  to  obtain  his  sick  pay. 
The  defendant  supplied  him  with  medicine.  He  was  an 
officer  of  this  club,  and  his  duties  as  stewiird  was  to  pay 
sick  members.  Before  paying  sick  members  he  required  a 
medical  certificate.    He  had  had  them  from  members. 

His  Honour :  Now,  Mr.  Slack,  is  this  gentleman  on  the 
register  7 

Mr.  Slack  :  He  is  not. 

His  Honour  (handing  Mr.  Slack  a  certificate):  Do  you 
mean  to  say  after  that  he  is  not  acting  as  an  apothecary  ? 
Mr.  Slack :  There  is  a  qualification  attached  to  that  name 
By  Mr.  Slack :  He  had  been  in  the  defendant's  surgery, 
"where  there  were  a  lot  of  bottles  filled  with  medicine.  He 
•did  not  know  that  he  had  ever  represented  himself  as  a 
medical  man. 

Mr.  Slack :  Have  you  satisfied  yourself  that  the  certificates 
given  were  proper  ones  7 

The  Witness:  No. 

His  Honour :  If  ever  there  was  a  medical  certificate,  this 
Is  one ;  and  if  it  had  been  produced  to  me  in  court  as  a 
matter  of  evidence  I  should  have  treated  it  as  such.  This 
man  is  no  more  a  doctor  than  I  am,  or  authorised  to  sign  a 
certificate  like  this.  It  is  simply  ridiculous  to  come  and  argue 
seriously  before  me  that  a  man  who  acts  as  medical  officer 
to  several  clubs  is  not  passing  himself  off  as  an  apothecary 
under  the  Act. 

Mr.  Slack :  If  the  man  had  had  no  qualification,  but  he 
was  a  licenciate  of  the  Coombe  College. 

His  Honour :  He  is  not  registered  under  this  Act ;  if  you 
•ask  me  to  overrule  the  Act  of  Parliament,  you  might  as  well 
tell  me  to  jump  over  the  moon.  I  shall  not  do  it.  The  Act 
says  that  before  a  medical  man  shall  act  as  an  apothecary  he 
must  be  registered  under  this  Act.  Apparently  he  is  acting 
as  a  medical  officer  to  several  clubs,  and  when  I  have  him 
in  the  box  I  shall  ask  him  a  few  pointed  questions.  There 
are  some  things  whioh  are  too  plain. 

Mr.  James  Slater,  the  secretary  of  the  Prince  of  Wales 
Lodge,  South  Normanton,  deposed  that  the  defendant  was 
medical  officer  to  that  club.  His  duty  was  to  attend  members 
in  sickness,  to  find  them  in  medicine,  and  sign  certificates. 
They  paid  him  Zs.  per  head  per  annum.  He  produced  bills 
and  receipts  which  had  passed  between  the  society  and  the 
"  doctor." 

Mr.  Joseph  Jackson  was  also  called,  and  proved  that  the 
defendant  had  attended  him  for  rheumatics.  He  did  not 
belong  to  any  club.  He  had  not  paid  him  for  the  medicine 
yet. 

His  Honour  :  Has]|he  sent  you  a  bill  in  7 

Witness :  No;  I  am  expecting  it  every  day. 

His  Honour :  You  may  not  get  it  now. 

Mr.  Slack  :  What  made  you  expect  a  bill  7 

Witness :  Because  he  attended  myself  and  child.  It  was 
in  the  latter  end  of  last  year  he  attended  my  child. 

By  his  Honour :  I  did  not  know  he  was  not  a  properly 
qualified  medical  man. 

Mr.  John  Fowkes  stated  that  the  defendant  had  attended 
his  wife  during  illness,  and  until  her  death,  supplying  medi- 
cines.   His  wife  died  of  consumption. 

By  Mr.  Slack  :  Defendant  did  not  attend  his  wife  for  a 
disease  of  the  womb.  Defendant  had  an  open  surgery  at 
South  Normanton. 

Mr.  Slack  :  Is  there  "  doctor"  over  it  or  "  surgeon  "  7 

His  Honour  :  That  does  not  matter. 

Mr.  Slack :  Does  it  say  Dr.  Greensell  7 

Witness  :  I  have  never  looked. 

Is  it  there  or  not  7—1  do  not  know.  I  know  there  is  a 
house  and  shop  there. 

Do  you  know  he  is  a  chemist  and  druggist  ?— I  do  not 
know. 

Do  you  know  he  is  a  doctor  7 — I  know  he  acts  as  one. 

This  ended  the  case  for  the  prosecution,  though  Mr.  Nelson 
said  he  could  call  many  more  witnesses. 

Mr.  Slack  said  his  defence  was  that  the  defendant  was 
qualified  to  act  as  a  chemist  and  druggist.  He  was 
skilful  

His  Honour :  You  need  not  address  me  on  that.  He  is 
■not  registered  under  the  Apothecaries  Act.  I  refuse  to  hear 
you  upon  it. 


Mr.  Slack :  He  is  entitled  to  act  in  midwifery  cases. 

His  Honour :  I  am  not  speaking  of  midwifery.  We  have 
no  such  things  before  us. 

Mr.  Slack :  I  wish  to  put  that  forward  to  show  this  man 
has  a  qualification  to  act. 

His  Honour  :  He  has  no  authority  to  act.  If  you  say  it  is 
bad  law  take  it  somewhere  else.    I  will  grant  you  a  case. 

Mr.  Slack :  The  defendant  is  a  man  who  has  been  some 
seventeen  years  an  assistant  to  Dr.  Bingham,  of  Alfreton, 
and  has  carried  on  

His  Honour :  That  has  nothing  to  do  with  the  case.  He 
may  be  fifty  years  in  a  medical  practitioner's  employment. 
Unless  you  can  get  over  this  fact  that  he  is  not  registered 
under  the  Apothecaries  Act  and  that  he  has  acted  as  an 
apothecary,  he  is  liable  for  a  20£.  penalty. 

Mr.  Slack :  My  client  pleads  that  though  he  has'  infringed 
the  section  of  the  Apothecaries'  Act  he  was  ignorant. 

His  Honour:  No  man  could  be  ignorant  of  that.  It  was 
notorious  how  in  all  the  daily  papers  these  cases  were 
coming  forward,  and  it  is  the  duty  of  every  judge  occupying 
the  position  I  do  to  see  that  the  law  is  enforced,  and  I  shall 
do  it.  This  is  common  enough,  and  I  am  happy  to  say  this 
law  is  much  better  enforced  than  it  was  twenty  or  thirty 
years  ago. 

Mr.  Slack  :  I  may  say  his  practice  at  South  Normanton  is 
something,  and  he  has  obtained  the  confidence  of  all  these 
various  clubs,  and    he  might  say,  in  addition  to  these 

Foresters'  clubs  ■ 

His  Honour  :  You  may  think  it  right  to  say  this,  but  it  is 
rather  aggravating  than  minimising  his  offence,  as  it  is 
making  it  so  much  more  extensive.  You  can  pursue  your 
own  course,  but  I  doubt  whether  the  defendant  will  do  him- 
self any  good  by  coming  into  the  box.  Mind,  what  you  are 
saying  of  his  having  gained  so  much  confidence  only  tends  in 
my  mind  to  awarding  the  full  penalty  instead  of  a  minor  one. 

Mr.  Slack  :  I  would  just  draw  your  Honour's  attention  to 
this  fact  that,  though  the  maximum  penalty  was  207.,  in 
consideration  of  the  fact  of  no  notice  being  given  since 
December  1888,  an  opportunity  should  be  given  the  defen- 
dant of  apologising  or  purging  his  guilt. 

His  Honour  .  The  length  of  time  the  notice  has  been  given 
tells  the  other  way. 

Mr.  Slack :  Well,  I  contend  that  this  is  a  case  in  which 
the  minor  penalty  should  be  given,  and  that  that  will  act  as 
a  deterrent  to  others. 

His  Honour :  Are  you  going  to  put  the  defendant  in  the 
box  or  not  7 

Mr.  Slack :  After  the  remarks  of  your  honour,  I  will  not. 
His  Honour  :  I  should  say,  in  case  the  defendant  after- 
wards complains  to  you,  that  you  have  shown  good  sense  and 
sound  judgment. 

His  Honour  said  the  defendant  had,  no  doubt,  carried  on 
the  business  of  an  apothecary.  He  might  be  extremely 
skilful.  He  might  be  a  man  in  whom  those  who  had  trusted 
him  had  not  misplaced  their  confidence.  He  could  not  take 
that  for  one  moment  into  consideration.  He  had  no  right  to 
look  beyond  these  facts.  Has  this  man  acted  as  an  apothe- 
cary 7  Has  he  got  a  certificate  7  Admittedly  he  has  not.  He 
would  not  abate  one  penny  of  the  207.  penalty  even  if  the 
Medical  Act  of  1858  gave  him  the  authority,  which  he  did 
not  think  it  clearly  did.  It  had  not  been  a  mere  chance 
breaking  and  disobedience  of  the  Act.  It  had  been  a  long 
persistent  conduct.  A  man  who  had  been  trained  under 
another  medical  man  must  be  taken  to  have  known  what  the 
law  was,  yet  though  he  was  warned  a  long  time  ago,  it  made 
no  difference  to  his  practising,  and  he  had  taken  the  practice 
of  many  persons  who  were  certified.  He  had  been  a  con- 
stant offender  ever  since  he  had  acted  upon  his  own  account, 
and  he  did  not  think  he  should  be  properly  discharging  the 
duties  the  law  imposed  upon  him  if  he  did  not  inflict  upon 
him  the  full  penalty  of  207. 

Mr.  Slack  applied  for  an  order  for  payment  by  instal- 
ments. 

His  Honour  said  he  had  not  the  power,  upon  which 
The  defendant  informed  the  Court  he  would  pny  the 
amount  €*it  once. 


TnK  Alleoeo 
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McDougall  Brothers  came  on  for  trial,  on  an  issue  as  to 
liability,  the  defendants  demurring  to  a  statement  of  claim. 
The  plaintiff  claimed  damages  in  consequence  of  the  publica- 
tion by  the  defendants  of  a  statement  in  respect  to  some 
arsenical  dip,  said  to  have  been  used  by  a  farmer  in  South 
Africa,  with  the  result  that  a  large  number  of  sheep  had 
been  killed.  We  reported  in  November,  1887,  the  end  of  an 
action  brought  by  Messrs.  Cooper  &  Nephew  against  the 
defendants  in  respect  of  the  publication  of  this  statement, 
when  a  verdict  in  plaintiff's  favour  was  consented  to.  In 
the  present  case  the  plaintiff  Fairman  was  the  agent  of 
Messrs.  Cooper  in  Russia.  The  defendants  contended  that 
they  had  not  libelled  the  plaintiff,  but  only  commented  on 
poisonous  sheep-dips ;  and  that  as  the  plaintiff  was  only 
agent  to  Messrs.  Cooper,  the  slander,  if  any,  was  cast  on 
their  goods,  and  not  on  those  of  the  plaintiff  ;  and  that  they 
had  never  published  it  in  Russia. 

Mr.  Lane,  for  the  plaintiff,  said  the  defendants  had  pub- 
lished their  libel  in  some  ninety-five  journals.  In  conse- 
quence of  these  paragraphs  in  the  papers,  the  Russian 
Government  had  prohibited  the  use  of  the  article  there,  and 
the  plaintiff  had  had  a  large  consignment  returned  on  his 
hands  from  the  custom-house  at  Odessa,  and  had  lost  large 
profits  which  would  have  accrued  had  he  been  allowed  to 
nse  his  dip  amongst  the  large  flocks  of  that  country.  The 
libel  was  not  true,  although  not  entirely  a  fiction ;  the  sheep 
had  been  seriously  injured  by  the  neglect  by  the  persons 
dipping  them  of  the  precautions  conveyed  in  the  packet  of 
directions.  This  the  defendants  said  was  fair  comment,  but 
they  had  not  ventured  to  plead  a  justification.  The  plaintiff 
■was  not  the  mere  agent  of  Cooper's ;  he  purchased  the 
powder  from  them,  but  he  was  able  to  resell  it  at  his  own 
prices  and  on  his  own  terms  quite  independently. 

The  plaintiff  was  called  in  support  of  his  case,  and  said  he 
was  in  business  in  Russia  as  a  general  merchant  in  1884 ;  he 
had  negotiations  with  Messrs.  Cooper,  and  it  ended  in  an 
agreement  to  purchase  their  powder.  He  had  obtained 
permission  to  use  the  dip,  and  had  actually  used  it  on  some 
4,000  sheep.  In  reply  to  the  judge  he  said  permission  was 
required  every  time  he  used  the  dip.  In  cross-examination 
he  said  he  had  carried  on  other  businesses  in  Russia  besides 
this.  He  had  sold  five  or  six  cases  of  this  dip  in  Russia. 
The  item  of  his  claim  of  914Z.  included  his  hotel  living  for 
some  three  years  at,  say,  30s.  a  day.  The  damages  claimed, 
10,000Z ,  was  a  commercial  way  of  putting  his  loss  of  busi- 
ness. (Laughter.) 

Re-examined  :  The  dip  had  not  been  previously  known  in 
Russia ;  it  had  succeeded  all  over  the  world,  in  West 
Australia,  New  Zealand,  California,  &c.  He  thought  some 
65,000,000  of  sheep  had  been  dipped.  His  net  profit  on  the 
cases  would  be  some  11.  each. 

This  closed  the  plaintiff's  case,  and 

Mr.  Justice  Day  said  he  thought  no  case  had  been  made 
out.  The  publication  of  the  alleged  libel  was,  no  doubt, 
large ;  but  it  did  not,  in  his  opinion,  refer  to  the  plaintiff's 
sheep-dip.  Tho  plaintiffs  was  a  powder  admitted  to  have 
arsenic  in  it.  All  powders  and  dips  with  poisonous  in- 
gredients were  dangerous,  and  required  great  care  in 
handling.  This  seemed  to  him  to  be  more  a  denunciation  of 
poisonous  dips  in  general  than  an  attack  on  the  plaintiff  or 
his  dip  in  particular— an  attempt  to  call  the  attention  of  the 
public  to  the  dangers  attending  the  use  of  them.  It  was 
written  by  a  manufacturer  of  dips,  it  was  true,  one  who, 
perhaps,  from  motives  of  prudence,  withheld  his  name,  and 
did  not  wish  it  to  appear  as  if  he  were  exalting  his  own 
wares  or  depreciating  those  of  a  rival.  If  the  writers  or  the 
publishers  thought  they  were  doing  it  for  the  public  good, 
they  ought  not  to  be  censured  for  it.  And  because  the  de- 
defendants  did  it,  possibly,  in  their  own  interest,  that 
did  not  make  the  paragraph  a  libel.  The  general 
tendency  of  it  was  to  prevent  the  use  of  such 
noxious  agents,  and  to  point  out  the  results  of  using 
these  poisons  without  great  care;  and  no  doubt  those 
who  did  use  them  were  not,  as  a  rule,  careful  people.  It 
was  in  his  opinion  no  libel  at  all,  a  general  denunciation  and 
not  of  any  particular  character  of  wares.  Further,  he 
thought  the  plaintiff  could  not  maintain  the  action  ;  he  had 
no  dip  of  his  own,  but  purchased  it  either  wholesale  or  other- 
wise. It  was  founded,  not  on  a  misconception  of  the  remedy, 
but  on  an  extraordinary  notion  of  the  use  of  an  action  of 
libel.    Then  as  to  the  plaintiff's  claim  there  was  1.700Z.  put 


down  for  "  expenses,"  and  a  fabulous  sum  claimed  for  a  loss 
of  business.  He  would  not  be  a  party  to  sending  any  such 
roving  commission  to  Russia,  as  the  plaintiff  reserved  the 
right  of  demanding,  to  discover  what  might  be  his  pro- 
blematical damages.  The  defendants  were  entitled  to 
judgment  and  with  costs,  and  he  hoped  that  would  put  aia 
end  to  such  a  frivolous  action. 
Judgment  accordingly. 


BANKRUPTCY  REPORTS. 


Re  Edwabd  Lee,  Cowes,  Isle  of  Wight,  Chemist. 

At  the  Isle  of  Wight  County  Court,  on  the  4th,  Mr.  J.  C. 
Mould,  of  Newport,  applied  on  behalf  of  this  debtor  for  his 
discharge.  The  Official  Receiver  (Mr.  S.  Wheeler)  reported 
that  the  bankrupt  had  traded  after  knowledge  of  insolvency. 
Mr.  Mould  said  there  was  a  certain  deed,  under  which  three- 
parts  of  the  creditors  were  paid,  and  then  the  bankrupt 
could  not  go  on,  as  he  found  himself  overwhelmed,  having 
agreed  to  pay  his  father  60£.  per  year  out  of  the  business. 
His  Honour  said  the  discharge  must  be  suspended  for  two 
years.  A  man  who  traded  in  that  way  was  doing  downright 
robbery.  Mr.  Mould :  Would  you  not  make  it  for  one  year, 
sir  ?  His  Honour :  Certainly  not.  Discharge  suspended  for 
two  years.

The  debtor  states  that  until  about  three  years  ago  he  held 
the  appointment  of  compounder  at  H.M.  prison,  Fulham. 
In  1880  he  purchased  for  150/.  a  half  share  in  the  business 
at  High  Street,  Fulham,  formerly  carried  on  by  Mr.  0.  A. 
Staples  for  about  forty  years.  They  traded  together  until 
1882,  when  Mr.  Staples  retired,  and  the  debtor  continued  by 
himself.  The  terms  of  the  arrangement  then  made  were 
that  he  was  to  pay  his  retiring  partner  11.  per  week  for 
eight  years,  and  at  the  end  of  that  period  a  further  sum  of 
200/.  within  six  months.  The  contract  was  kept  until  two 
years,  when  the  weekly  payments  were  temporarily  reduced 
to  12*.  Mr.  Staples  now  appears  as  a  creditor  for  300/.,  and 
the  debtor  estimates  that  the  purchase  price  of  the  business 
Amounted  to  756/.  Twelve  months  since  the  late  partner 
obtained  judgment,  and  issued  execution  against  him  for 
601.  in  respect  of  overdue  instalments,  but  consented  to 
withdraw  the  execution  on  payment  of  the  current  in- 
stalments. 

The  debtor  further  states  that  in  May,  1883,  a  deed  of 
assignment  was  executed  for  the  benefit  of  the  creditors, 
under  which  he  agreed  to  pay  weekly  instalments  of  11. 
until  the  debts  then  outstanding  had  been  paid  in  full. 
The  payments  were  kept  up  until  the  middle  of  1884,  when 
they  ceased,  and  the  debtor  has  now  included  the  balances 
■due  upon  such  account  in  his  statement  of  affairs  under 
these  proceedings.  Mr.  G.  B.  Francis,  5  Coleman  Street, 
was  the  trustee  under  the  deed  of  assignment. 

The  insolvency  is  attributed  to  the  excessive  price  agreed 
for  the  purchase-money,  and  the  debtor's  inability  to  pay  the 
whole  of  it ;  also  to  loss  of  old  customers  through  death  and 
removals,  to  excessive  competition  in  the  neighbourhood, 
and  to  the  loss  of  his  appointment  as  compounder  at  Fulham 
prison.  The  expenses  are  stated  to  have  about  equalled  the 
profits  made;  there  had  been  thirty  judgments  obtained 
recently ;  the  drawings  during  the  past  three  years  had 
•averaged  166/.  per  annum,  and  the  debtor  considers  that  he 
has  been  insolvent  ever  since  he  agreed  to  purchase  the  busi- 
ness in  1882.  In  August,  1887  he  gave  a  bill  of  sale  over  the 
furniture  to  Messrs.  Hearon,  Squire  &  Francis,  receiving  as 
consideration  801.  cash.  The  amount  was  to  be  repaid  by 
monthly  instalments  of  21.,  but  only  31.  in  all  appears  to 
have  been  repaid. 

The  first  meeting  of  the  creditors  was  held  on  Wednesday 
iast,  at  the  London  Bankruptcy  Court,  under  the  presidency 
■of  Mr.  Leadam  Hough,  Official  Receiver. 

The  proofs  having  been  called  over,  the  chairman  said  he 
should  require  the  debtor  to  furnish  a  cash  account  for  the 
past  twelve  months,  showing  all  receipts  and  payments. 

The  Debtor :  Well,  I  shall  have  to  prepare  it  from  memory, 
then. 

The  Chairman  :  You  must  do  the  best  you  can.  It  is  not 
to  be  expected  that  I  can  pass  accounts  showing  debts  of 
over  1,500/.,  and  assets  1/.  12*.  8^.,  without  full  particulars. 
You  can  have  access  to  the  books. 

The  Debtor :  The  day-book  will  show  that  the  business 
has  declined  tremendously  within  the  last  two  years.  How- 
ever, I  will  prepare  the  best  cash  account  that  I  can 
manage. 

Mr.  Hough  :  Yes ;  and  upon  the  nature  of  that  account 
will  depend  whether  or  not  I  shall  require  a  goods  account 
also.  Having  regard  to  the  fact  that  you  have  not  kept 
proper  books  of  account,  I  must  satisfy  myself  where  the 
money  has  gone  to. 

Mr.  Barnett  attended  the  meeting  as  proxy  for  two 
creditors,  but  reserved  his  questions  until  the  hearing  of  the 
public  examination,  which  is  appointed  for  June  20. 

The  chairman  announced  that  he  had  sold  the  Court's 
interest  in  the  stock  at  High  Street,  Fulham,  for  20/.,  the 
purchaser  further  agreeing  to  pay  off  the  amount  due  for 
rent  of  the  premises.  The  only  other  asset  was  a  small 
amount  of  book-debts,  the  furniture  being  covered  by  a  bill 
of  sale.  The  latter  ^transaction  would  have  to  be  investi- 
gated at  the  public  examination. 

No  resolutions  were  passed,  the  creditors  electing  to  leave 
the  matter  in  the  hands  of  the  Official  Receiver  to  be  dealt 
with  in  the  usual  course  of  bankruptcy.

Faulkneb. — On  June  4,  at  Commercial  Road,  Newport, 
(Mon.),  Mr.  Henry  Faulkner,  chemist  and  druggist.  Mr. 
Faulkner  was  chief  magistrate  of  Newport  last  year  He 
was  a  native  of  Oxford,  but  early  in  life  left  that  university 
city  and  became  surgeon-dispenser  at  one  of  the  great  iron- 
works in  the  Monmouthshire  Valleys.  It  was  whilst  holding 
this  position  that  the  cholera  scourge  of  1848  swept  over 
the  land.  He  struggled  manfully  for  the  poor  panic-stricken 
ironworkers  around  him,  and  he  was  subsequently  presented 
with  a  gold  lever  watch,  bearing. an  inscription  recording  the 
services  then  rendered.  Afterwards  he  removed  to  Newport, 
where  he  embarked  in  the  business  which  he  carried  on 
until  the  date  of  his  death. 

Macallan. — At  Ellon,  on  June  4,  Noah  Macallan,  chemist 
and  druggist.    Aged  46. 

Reynolds. — A  well-known  resident  in  Bolton  died  on 
Wednesday  of  last  week  in  the  person  of  Mr.  Richard 
Reynolds,  who  had  attained  the  age  of  85  years.  A  native 
of  Pontefract,  where  his  father  was  in  practice  as  a  solicitor, 
Mr.  Reynolds  was  apprenticed  to  a  chemist  and  druggist  at 
Leeds,  and  after  completing  his  term  of  service,  and  attain- 
ing the  necessary  qualifications,  he  was  engaged  for  some 
time  as  an  assistant  in  London.  In  1828  he  went  to  Bolton 
and  commenced  business  on  his  own  .account  in  premises  at 
the  corner  of  Oxford  Street  and  the  Market  Place  (now 
Town  Hall  Square),  and  conducted  it  with  much  success.  In 
1866  he  retired  from  business,  which  he  transferred  to  his 
eldest  son,  Mr.  Walter  J.  Reynolds,  who  still  carries  it  on  at 
the  same  place.  It  is  a  singular  and  remarkable  circum- 
stance that  the  same  shop  has  been  occupied  for  the  long 
period  of  sixty-two  years  with  the  same  business  and  by  the 
same  family,  uninterruptedly.  At  one  time  Mr.  Reynolds  was 
one  of  the  overseers  of  the  poor  for  Great  Bolton,  but  with 
that  exception  he  held  no  public  office.  The  deceased 
gentleman  was  a  widower.  He  leaves  five  sons  and  three 
daughters,  all  of  whom,  with  the  exception  of  one  daughter, 
are  married.

OTES. 


SHALL  THE  PHARMACY  ACT  BE 
ENFORCED? 

TriE  agitation  occasioned  by  the  decision  in  the  case  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  v.  Wheeldon  is  already  beginning  to 
fade,  and  we  do  not  suppose  that  up  to  the  present  time 
much  difference  has  been  made  in  the  practice  of  selling 
poisons.  Probably  these  are  supplied  by  unqualified  persons 
to  about  the  same  extent  as  they  were  before  the  trial  of 
the  case  alluded  to.  The  fears  of  the  unqualified,  and  the 
hopes  of  the  qualified,  in  regard  to  the  future,  will  very  likely 
prove  equally  vain.  At  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society  the  President  told  the  members  that  the 
Council  were  not  goiDg  about  to  spy  behind  the  counters  to 
find  out  cases ;  it  would  be  for  them  to  move  when  they  were 
called  upon  to  move.  If  that  means  that  they  will  go  on  fop 
the  next  twenty  years  in  the  same  manner  as  they  have  done 
in  the  past  twenty  years,  with  perhaps  an  occasional  fling  at 
the  stores,  we  are  inclined  to  regard  the  declaration  as  unsatis- 
factory. It  is  certain  that  no  legislative  progress  in 
pharmacy  can  be  made  in  this  country  except  on  the  lines 
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laid  down  in  the  Pharmaoy  Act  of  1868.  Unless  chemists  are 
willing  to  adopt  the  principle  of  that  Act — that  the  sale  of 
specially  dangerous  articles  shall  be  in  the  hands  of  specially 
qualified  persons — they  cannot  hope  for  any  extension  of  their 
rights  and  privileges.  There  is  no  occasion  for  the  Phar- 
maceutical Council  to  go  about  the  country  spying  out 
methods  of  business,  and  hunting  for  cases,  though  it  may 
be  remarked  that  this  is  exactly  what  they  did  at  Birming- 
ham as  soon  as  they  got  their  decision  in  the  County  Court 
at  Wandsworth.  The  question  is  whether  they  intend  to 
adopt  any  means  of  making  the  Act  respected  beyond  those 
which  have  satisfied  them  hitherto.  They  are  entrusted  with 
the  execution  of  an  Act  of  Parliament  in  which  much  is 
rightly  left  to  their  discretion  ;  but  some  little  vigilance  is 
expected  from  them,  both  by  qualified  men  and  by  the  public. 
Action  once  in  twenty  years  on  pressure  from  a  peculiarly 
enlightened  coroner,  and  an  occasional  raid  for  the  sake  of 
the  fines  on  company  druggists,  whose  general  legitimacy 
they  have  not  the  courage  to  challenge,  is  not  a  sufficient 
fulfilment  of  the  trust.  Mr.  Carteighe  says  the  action  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  should  correspond  in  regard  to 
chemists  with  that  of  the  Incorporated  Law  Society  in 
regard  to  solicitors.  We  do  not  know  that  any  better  model 
could  be  proposed.  If  the  Pharmaceutical  Council  would 
get  half  as  much  protection  for  chemists  as  the  solicitors 
have,  they  would  do  more  than  there  is  any  present  ground 
of  hoping  for.  Who  "  moves  "  the  Council  of  the  Incor- 
porated Law  Society  to  action  in  the  interests  of  the 
profession  1  It  has  not  been  found  necessary  for  coroners  or 
Government  officials  to  do  this.  Information  from  within 
has  proved  quite  sufficient. 

Mr.  Carteighe  appears  to  be  setting  forth  on  a  mission  of 
education  to  the  pharmaceutical  body.  He  is  to  appear  at 
Bethnal  Green,  at  Kensington,  and  at  Dover  next  week,  and 
we  presume  may  be  booked  for  future  engagements  by 
addressing  17  Bloomsbury  Square.  It  would  seem  to  be 
hardly  worth  while  attempting  the  conversion  of  the 
trumpery  residue  who  voted  against  him  at  the  last  election, 
so  that  the  object  of  this  crusade  is  not  very  apparent.  We 
are  hoping  that  the  purpose  may  be  to  influence  opinion  in 
favour  of  a  vigorous  move  forward  in  the  direction  we  have 
indicated. 


THE    OPIUM  SEASON. 

The  first  basket  of  the  new  season's  opium  arrived  on  the 
Smyrna  market  a  couple  of  days  before  the  end  of  May,  and 
is  said  to  have  shown  good  quality,  though  of  course  that 
does  not  afford  any  clue  with  regard  to  the  yield  and  the 
quality  of  the  crop  which  is  now  being  gathered.  Our 
weekly  reports  have  been  witnesses  that  the  Smyrna  market, 
and  to  some  extent  the  Constantinople  one  also,  have  for 
many  weeks  been  in  a  rather  excited  condition,  the  "  bull " 
speculators  having  maintained  the  upper  hand  generally,  in 
spite  of  an  occasional  rally  of  the  "  bears."  The  reports  of 
destruction,  or  rather  failure  of  the  crop,  which  obtain 
currency  with  great  regularity  every  year,  have  been  rather 
louder  and  more  persistent  than  usual  this  season,  and  the 
fact  appears  to  be  fairly  well  established  now  that  the  yield 
is  not  likely  to  be  more  than  a  "  fair  medium  "  one.  Several 
reports  to  hand  from  Smyrna  and  Constantinople,  while 
differing  as  to  the  precise  extent  of  damage  suffered  by  the 
growing  plants,  agree  in  estimating  the  total  yield  in 
European  and  Asiatic  Turkey  at  about  5,000  cases,  more  or 
less,  provided  always  that  the  weather  during  the  harvest 
operations  should  remain  favourable.  Five  thousand  cases 
will  not  quite  suffice  to  supply  the  average  requirements  of 
the  world  for  a  year  in  Turkish  opium  ;  but  in  estimating  the 


probabilities  of  a  rise  in  the  market,  consequent  upon  thi3 
deficiency,  account  must  be  taken  of  the  fact  that  the 
repeated  advances  in  Smyrna  and  Constantinople  have 
already,  if  not  completely,  at  any  rate  to  a  great  extent, 
anticipated  the  probable  deficiency  in  the  yield  of  the  drug. 
After  the  exceedingly  heavy  crop  of  1888,  which  followed 
the  unusually  small  one  of  1887,  the  prices  of  opium  ir> 
Smyrna  fell  to  very  low  figures,  from  which  they  only 
recovered  towards  the  close  of  1888.  Early  in  1889  the 
market  again  fell,  but  since  the  autumn  of  last  year  a 
renewed  rise  has  set  in,  and  in  January,  1890,  the  price  of 
pure  Karahissar  opium  in  Smyrna  had  risen  to  128  piastres, 
or  nearly  double  its  value  in  June,  1888.  There  has  lately 
been  some  decline,  it  is  true,  but  the  latest  reports  still  quote 
fine  Karahissar  at  112  to  114  piastres.  The  total  of  the  1889. 
crop  was  about'the  same  as  the  estimate  of  the  present  one, 
and  unless  the  alarmist  reports  from  Asia  Minor  should 
receive  more  reliable  confirmation  than  they  can  boast  of  at 
present,  or  the  quality  of  the  new  opium  should  prove 
unusually  poor,  we  cannot  discover  much  ground  of  justifi- 
cation for  a  further  considerable  rise  in  excess  of  the  present 
Smyrna  quotations.  It  is  probably  true  that  the  winter 
sowings  throughout  Asia  Minor  have  been  very  small  and 
deficient  in  yield  ;  but,  on  the  other  hand,  the  spring  sowings, 
if  our  information  is  correct,  have  been  rather  larger  than- 
was  originally  anticipated,  and  they  certainly  have  not 
suffered  so  much  from  the  heat  and  drought  as  some  in- 
terested parties  in  the  East  would  have  us  believe.  Kains 
appear  to  have  fallen  pretty  abundantly  throughout  some  of 
the  most  important  growing  districts  in  the  middle  of  May, 
and  again  towards  the  end  of  the  month,  and  thus  the  crop, 
which  was  in  danger  of  serious  damage  from  excessive  heat 
and  drought,  has  been  saved  for  the  most  part,  if  not. 
altogether.  In  the  Salonica  district  of  European  Turkey 
where  the  crop  promised  unusually  well,  and  a  harvest  of. 
between  1,300  and  1,400  cases  had  been  looked  for,  the  out- 
put, we  understand,  is  not  so  large  as  had  been  hoped,  but 
still  it  will  probably  amount  to  about  800  cases.  The  buyers 
of  opium  in  London  and  the  West  of  Europe  generally  have- 
hitherto — wisely,  weshould  think — shown  but  little  confidence 
in  the  excited  news  which  has  been  spread  by  some  houses 
in  Smyrna,  and  our  market  has  been  slow  to  move,  although, 
recently  a  considerable  part  of  our  stock  has  been  with- 
drawn from  the  markets,  in  expectation  of  definite  news  from 
Turkey. 


A  FIVE  YEARS'  CURRICULUM. 

The  principal  business  of  the  General  Medical  Council 
during  its  late  session  must  interest  chemists  and  druggists^ 
Not  a  few  of  the  more  eminent  members  of  the  medical  pro- 
fession have  passed  their  early  days  at  the  dispensing- 
counter,  and  there  are  sons  of  some  now  there,  and  assistants 
of  others,  to  whom  pharmacy  is  the  stepping-stone  to  the 
higher  branches  of  the  healing  art.  But,  apart  from  the 
personal  aspect,  pharmacy  cannot  ignore  any  changes  in  the 
nearly-related  sphere  of  medicine,  especially  when  change  is 
in  the  nature  of  advancement ;  and  the  resolution  to  extend 
the  medical  curriculum  from  four  to  five  years  is  iu  that 
direction.  It  is  true  that  there  is  no  curriculum  in  phar- 
macy :  it  is  not  old  enough  for  that.  Fifty  years  ago 
pharmacy  was  in  the  plasmoid  state— now  it  is  reaching  a 
condition  of  higher  differentiation  ;  it  is  becoming  fitted  for 
more  complicated  formative  processes,  and  the  curriculum  is 
merely  a  question  of  time.  The  medical  profession,  with  its 
century  or  two  of  evolution,  is  far  ahead  of  pharmacy,  but 
the  conditions  of  both  callings  are  so  similar,  and  the  one 
depends  so  much  upon  the  other,  that  the  great  advance 
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which  is  now  contemplated  in  medicine  must  materially 
influence  the  conditions  of  pharmacy.  The  decision  to 
extend  the  curriculum  by  a  year  practically  means  that  the 
training  will  be  made  25  per  cent,  more  severe,  and 
necessarily  the  result  will  be  fewer  survivors,  and  these  better 
fitted  for  the  life  struggle.  It  is  with  these  survivors  that 
the  pharmacists  of  the  future  will  have  dealings,  and  it  is 
reasonable  to  expect  that  the  pharmacist  should  advance  in 
a  degree  corresponding  with  the  physician.  The  future  out- 
look of  the  pharmacist  is  black  enough.  Without  hope  of 
better  prices,  without  hope  of  more  purely  pharmaceutical 
work,  the  life  seems  scarcely  worth  living ;  but  this  extended 
medical  curriculum  throws  a  ray  of  sunshine  on  the  prospect. 
It  means  better  educated,  more  enlightened,  more  liberal- 
minded  physicians — all  the  virtues,  in  short,  which  are 
opposed  to  the  doctor's  dispensary,  and  which  will  abolish  the 
unsatisfactory  system  of  bottle-doctoring,  which  is  much 
too  prevalent  in  England.  It  will  be  when  the  physician 
ceases  to  be  a  compounder  of  medicines  that  the  pharmacist 
will  come  into  his  kingdom. 

Certain  modifications  of  the  Preliminary  examination  have 
been  made  which  considerably  affect  the  position  of  those 
who  may  have  passed  the  pharmaceutical  Preliminary  and 
Minor,  and  who  may  wish  to  have  these  accepted  pro  tanto. 
The  new  regulations  are  to  come  into  force  on  January  1, 
1892,  and  are  to  the  following  eifect :  In  English  there  will 
be  a  recommendation  that  writing  from  dictation  should 
form  part  of  the  subject.  Latin  will  remain  as  it  is  at 
present.  The  mathematics  paper  will  include  the  second 
and  third  books  of  Euclid  as  well  as  the  first.  Elementary 
mechanics  is  dropped,  as  also  are  botany,  zoology,  and  ele- 
mentary chemistry  from  the  optional  subjects,  so  that  the 
Minor  certificate  will  be  practically  no  more  valuable  than 
the  pharmaceutical  Preliminary  when  the  new  requirements 
come  into  force.  One  other  resolution  which  may  affect  our 
own  Preliminary  certificate  is  that  in  which  the  Medical 
Council  has  agreed  to  alter  the  list  of  examinations  accepted 
in  lieu  of  their  own,  "  so  as  to  include  only  those  the 
standard  of  examination  of  which,  in  the  specific  subjects 
of  the  Preliminary  examination,  comes  up  to  the  standard  con- 
sidered desirable  by  the  Council."  But  the  fact  that  the 
College  of  Preceptors  conducts  the  pharmaceutical  Prelimi- 
nary may  retain  it  in  the  list.  We  may  add  that  the  altera- 
tion of  the  Medical  Council's  list  is  likely  to  bring  about 
alteration  in  the  Pharmaceutical  Council's  one,  as  the  latter 
follows  the  lead  of  the  former  in  this  matter. 

The  omission  of  the  natural  and  physical  science  subjects 
from  the  medical  Preliminary  examination  is  a  suitable  in- 
troduction to  the  changes  in  the  professional  curriculum. 
The  whole  matter  hinged  upon  a  recommendation  of  the 
Education  Committee  of  the  Council,  presided  over  by 
Professor  Struthers,  to  the  effect  "that  the  course  of  pro- 
fessional study  after  registration  occupy  at  least  five  years, 
on  condition  that  the  fifth  year  shall  be  devoted  entirely  to 
clinical  work  as  subsequently  defined."  The  Education  Com- 
mittee were  also  for  stipulating  that  the  first  four  years 
should  be  spent  at  a  recognised  school  of  medicine  ;  this  was 
agreed  to,  with  the  proviso  stipulated  in  Sir  Dyce  Duck- 
worth's motion,  "  that  the  first  year  may  be  passed  at  a 
university  or  teaching  institution  recognised  by  any  of  the 
licensing  bodies  where  the  subjects  of  physics,  chemistry, 
and  biology  are  taught."  An  exception  to  this  was  made  in 
favour  of  graduates  in  arts  and  science  whose  degree  exami- 
nations have  included  physics,  chemistry,  and  biology- 
These  resolutions  account  for  the  exclusion  of  the  natural 
and  physical  sciences  from  the  Preliminary  examination. 
Hitherto  the  General  Medical  Council  has  stipulated 
chemistry  and  elementary  physics  and  not  biology  as  pro- 


fessional subjects,  and  the  examining  bodies  which  grant 
diplomas  have  followed  in  their  wake ;  whereas  the  univer- 
sities, notably  London,  Durham,  Victoria,  and  the  Scotch, 
have  a  first  professional  examination  in  which  these  subjects 
only  are  iu  !.uded.    Some  of  the  colleges  have  also  for  some 
time  back  ceased  to  require  certificates  of  attendance 
at  chemistry  lectures  ;    they  have    ceased,  in  short,  to 
regard  as  important  any  subjects  but  those  which  are  purely 
medical.    Obviously,  chemists  and  druggists  cannot  agree 
that  chemistry  is  an  unimportant  subject  to  medical  men ; 
they  have   ample  evidence  in  incompatible  prescriptions 
alone  that  a  little  more  chemistry  would  be  advantageous  to 
prescribers,  and  a  better  proof  of  its  strenuous  necessity  lies 
in  the  fact  that  all  physiological  action  is  synonymous  with 
chemical  action,  and  that  perfect  therapeutics  will  never  be 
attained  until  we  have  complete  equality  and  harmony 
between  chemistry  and  physiology  as  applied  to  medical 
study  and  investigation.    For  that  purpose  the  study  o£ 
physics  and  biology  are  correlative  necessities  in  the  funda- 
mental education  of  the  medical  practitioner.    These  prin- 
ciples appear  to  have  guided  the  Medical  Council  in  their 
action,  and  in  regard  to  the  fifth  year  they  had  the  practical 
training  of  the  student  entirely  at  heart.    The  present 
curriculum  is  very  defective  in  this  matter,  clinical  practice 
being  squeezed  in  between  lectures  and  demonstrations  in 
such  a  manner  as  to  leave  the  student  a  mere  theorist  when 
he  has  reached  the  diploma  stage.    The  medical  authorities 
cast  him  adrift  here,  but  hitherto  a  few,  who  knew  their 
weakness,  have  voluntarily  sought  the  experience  which  they 
required,  and  this  is  now  to  be  made  general  by  the 
resolution  "  that  the  fifth  year  shall  be  devoted  to  clinical 
work  at  one  or  more  recognised  public  hospitals  or  dis- 
pensaries, provided  that  of  this  period  six  months  m?.y  be 
passed  as  pupil  to  a  legally  qualified  medical  practitioner 
holding  public  appointments,  or  possessing  such  opportunities 
of  imparting  practical  knowledge  as  may  be  satisfactory  to 
the  medical  authorities."    But  a  recommendation  even  more 
valuable  than  this  was  agreed  upon  when  the  Council  very 
generally  approved  of  the  principle  that  tlrree  subjects  per 
session,  with  not  more  than  three  lectures  on  each  per  week, 
are  sufficient,  and  that  the  time  so  gained  should  be  devoted 
to  class  examination,  tutorial  work,  and  practical  work.  The 
Council  would  not  specifically  agree  to  go  so  much  into 
detail,  but  they  have  adopted  the  principle  of  not  more  than 
three  class  lectures  in  one  day,  more  practical  work,  and  more 
clinical  study.    What  this  means  can  only  be  properly 
understood  by  those  who  have  seen  medical  students  rush 
from  one  professor's  lecture-room  to  another,  so  that  between 
this  and  demonstrator's  lectures  little  time  is  left  for 
personal  observation,  note-transcription,  and  reading.  With 
these  and  other  recommendations  of  minor  importance  the 
medical  curriculum  has  now  advanced  in  several  directions, 
and  the  results  are  likely  to  be  of  the  greatest  good  to 
medical  practitioners  and  the  public.    It  is  true  that  the 
cost  will  be  considerably  enhanced,  for  practical  work  is 
an  expensive  thing,  and  the  fifth  year's  study  itself  adds 
from  bOl.  to  100J.  to  the  cost ;  but  this  is  all  in  the  direction 
of  improvement. 


"Ad"  Does  not  Mean  "Add." — The  Druggist^  Circular 
has  an  editorial  with  this  heading.  One  of  its  correspon- 
dents thought  it  did,  and  our  New  York  friend  gives  all  and 
sundry  a  little  bit  of  advice  on  the  subject,  adding,  "  The 
mistake  referred  to  is  a  rather  good  argument  against  the 
employment  of  a  dead  language  in  live  prescriptions."  We 
should  have  taken  it  to  be  a  good  proof  that  the  dispenser 
was  unfit  to  be  in  the  business. 
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COMMENTARY. 


Oub  Students'  Cobneb. — This  month's  report  from  fifty- 
two  students  is  very  gratifying,  as  it  shows  that  the  partici- 
pants are  getting  very  expert  in  qualitative  analysis,  and  for 
this  reason  Mr.  Moss,  the  conductor  of  the  column,  ventures 
to  make  a  mixture  of  three  salts  the  subject  of  the  next 
competition.  In  this  respect,  the  "  Corner  "  will,  therefore, 
be  superior  to  the  Major  examination,  and,  obviously,  its 
educational  value  will  be  considerably  enhanced.  We 
expect  to  see  a  larger  number  of  competitors  than  ever 
next  month. 

The  Ibish  Phabmacy  Bill  crossed  the  bar  on  Wednes- 
day evening,  and  got  safely  into  committee,  though  no 
discussion  of  its  clauses  followed.  The  lobby  of  the  House 
of  Commons  was  haunted  all  day  by  a  considerable  number 
of  the  supporters  and  opponents  of  the  Bill  from  Dublin 
and  Belfast.  Sir  James  Haslet  t,  Mr.  Rankin,  and  Mr.  Shaw, 
from  the  northern  city,  and  Mr.  McNeight  and  Mr.  Boyd 
from  the  Irish  capital,  represented  the  druggists.  Mr.  Evans, 
Mr.  Wells,  and  Mr.  Hays  were  there  officially,  as  members  of 
the  Council  of  the  Irish  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Ireland, 
and  they  were  accompanied  by  several  of  their  uncompro- 
mising supporters  from  Belfast.  They  had  the  pleasure  of 
meeting  their  ex-chief,  Mr.  J.  E.  Brunker,  from  Dublin,  who 
was  giving  his  powerful  influence  on  behalf  of  their 
opponents.  Informal  negotiations  between  the  representa- 
tives of  both  sides  were  proceeding  all  through  Thursday, 
but  neither  side  seemed  willing  to  yield  enough  to  bring 
about  a  concordance. 

Addendum  to  the  B.P. — In  a  letter  to  the  Lancet, 
Dr.  William  Murrell  endeavours  (with  considerable  success) 
to  show  that  injectio  apomorphinre  hypodermica  is  a  pre- 
paration which  has  come  into  use  as  an  internal  remedy  for 
cough  rather  than  a  hypodermic  injection  for  producing 
vomiting,  and  he  urges  that  camphor  water  is  an  ineffectual 
preservative,  hydrochloric  acid  being  better.  The  name 
is  also  misleading. 

The  Sale  of  Pabis-Gbeen  by  Unqualified  Pebsons. — 
We  learn  from  correspondents  in  several  parts  of  the  country 
that  packages  of  Paris-green  (arseniate  of  copper)  are  being 
supplied  to  the  public  by  ironmongers  and  oilmen  as  an 
insecticide.  This  deadly  poison  is  manufactured,  put  up, 
and  supplied  to  these  dealers  by  Messrs.  Blundell,  Spence  & 
Co.,  Limited,  of  Hull  and  London.  We  have  pointed  out  to 
that  firm  that  they  are  thus  encouraging  illegality  on  the 
part  of  their  customers,  whom  they  subject,  besides,  to  the 
risk  of  fines.  They,  selling  the  poison  wholesale,  and  pro- 
perly labelling  it,  are  not  liable  to  prosecution  ;  but  the  open 
breach  of  the  law,  which  we  understand  to  be  somewhat 
extensive,  ought  to  be  'promptly  checked  by  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Council.  We  advise  chemists  in  all  places  where 
they  know  this  article  is  being  sold  by  unregistered  persons , 
to  send  information  of  the  fact  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Phar- 
maceutical Council ;  if  they  will  be  good  enough  to  let  us 
know  as  well,  we  will  keep  the  matter  to  the  front. 

The  Belfast  Doctobs  and  the  Irish  Phabmacy  Bill. 
People  interested  in  pharmaceutical  legislation  are  puzzling 
themselves  to  ascertain  which  side  is  being  taken  in  the  pre- 
sent controversy  by  the  medical  profession  of  Belfast.  A  few 
days  since  the  Pharmaceutical  Association  of  that  city  drew 
up  and  sent  to  members  of  Parliament  some  arguments 
against  the  Bill,  and  accompanying  their  circular  was  a  copy 
of  a  document  bearing  the  signatures  of  seventy- nine  of  the 
qualified  medical  practitioners  of  the  locality,  declaring  as 
follows : — 


We,  the  undersigned  medical  practitioners,  in  the  oity  of  Belfast,  desire 
to  roaord  our  opinion  that  it  is  undesirable  in  the  Interests  of  public 
safety  to  oncourage  the  sale  of  scheduled  poisons  by  establishing  a  grade 
of  vendors  with  a  lower  qualification  than  that  of  pharmaceutical  chemist, 
which  corresponds  to  the  lowest  grade  of  qualification  in  Great  Britain, 
that  of  chemist  and  druggist,  and  we  consider  that  poisons  cannot  with 
safety  to  the  public  be  sold  by  persons  having  no  knowledge  of  their 
properties,  doses,  and  antidotes. 

With  commendable  promptitude  the  druggists  followed  up 
this  with  another  circular,  accompanying  which  was  a  docu- 
ment headed  as  follows : — 

We,  the  following  duly  qualified  medical  practitioners,  are  of  opinion 
that  the  sale  of  foods  and  drugs,  including  poisons  under  the  safeguard 
of  the  Poisons  Act,  1870,  by  chemists  and  druggists  such  as  we  find  carry- 
ing on  business  in  our  city,  has  been  productive  of  public  advantage, 
giving  a  supply  to  the  public  on  favourable  terms,  and  so  far  as  we  have 
been  able  to  ascertain ,  has  not  been  attended  with  accident  to  the  com- 
munity. 

This  expression  of  opinion  is  signed  by  ninety-seven  medical 
practitioners,  more  than  half  of  whom  had  already  signed 
the  previous  declaration  ! 

Db.  Thbesh  on  Influenza. — Dr.  John  C.  Thresh,  medical 
officer  of  health  for  Chelmsford  and  Maldon,  communicates 
to  the  Lancet  a  paper  on  the  influenza  epidemic  in  the  public 
elementary  schools  in  his  district.  This  is,  we  believe,  Dr. 
Thresh's  first  contribution  to  medical  literature,  and  it  shows 
all  the  thoroughness  which  characterised  his  pharmaceutical 
work.  The  principal  point  of  the  paper,  apart  from  the 
value  of  the  statistics,  is  a  theory  which  is  advanced  to  ac- 
count for  the  gradation  of  suffering  exhibited  by  the  different 
patients.  Leaning  to  the  supposition  that  the  disease  is 
caused  by  an  organism,  Dr.  Thresh  suggests  that  the  milder 
cases,  which  might  pass  unnoticed  as  influenza,  would  receive 
a  certain  degree  of  immunity  from  subsequent  attack  when 
the  virus  had  increased  in  potency.  This  is  exactly  what 
did  occur.  Where,  the  conditions  favourable  to  the  rapid 
development  of  the  virulency  of  the  organism  existed 
in  a  high  degree,  young  and  old  became  almost  at  the  same 
time  susceptible  to  its  influence.  As  to  what  the  condi- 
tions referred  to  are,  if  they  exist,  we  are  at  present 
profoundly  ignorant,  but  we  must  assume  that  they  are 
abnormal  and  temporary ;  hence,  after  a  period  which  may 
vary  in  different  places,  the  organism  would  more  or  less 
rapidly  revert  to  its  original  condition.  This  process  of 
attenuation  and  the  diminished  number  of  susceptible 
individuals  would  account  for  the  gradual  disappearance  of 
the  epidemic. 

The  United  States  Senatohs  and  Fbee  Dbugs.— 
Perquisites  are  by  no  means  an  unknown  institution  in  this 
country,  but  we  doubt  whether  we  have  anything  to  show 
in  this  line  which  could  equal  the  system  of  "perks "in 
operation  among  that  august  body,  the  United  States  Senate. 
It  appears  from  the  official  report  and  accounts  of  the  United 
States  Legislature,  compiled  by  Gen.  M'Cook,  and  of  which 
some  abstracts  have  been  communicated  to  the  Manchester 
Examiner  by  its  New  York  correspondent,  that  an  American 
senator  in  addition  to  a  position  equal  in  social  standing 
with  that  of  a  cabinet  minister,  a  salary  of  1,000/.  a  year, 
plus  an  allowance  of  250/.  for  a  private  secretary,  25/.  for 
stationery,  and  free  travelling,  does  not  disdain  to  accept 
such  little  pickings  as  free  visiting  cards,  the  use  (and  that 
liberally)  of  a  restaurant  maintained  at  the  capitol  for  the 
internal  refreshment  of  the  senators,  free  of  cost,  and  that  of 
a  magnificently  equipped  barber  and  hairdresser's  shop, 
where  he  can  not  only  get  a  deadhead  "  shave "  or  "  cut," 
but  is  also  able  to  furnish  himself  with  brushes  for  tbe  hair, 
finger  nails,  clothes,  teeth,  and  shoes,  with  bottles  of  bay 
rum,  brilliantine,  and  dentifrice,  with  fancy  soaps,  and  even 
with  quinine  and  rhubarb  pills,  all  at  the  expense  of  the 
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national  treasury.  It  appears  that  the  senators  have  con- 
sumed no  less  than  seven  thousand  five  hundred  grains  of 
quinine  in  three  and  five-grain  pills  during  the  past  twelve- 
months. A  portion  of  the  national  revenue  was  likewise 
devoted  to  the  acquisition  of  two  dozen  jars  of  brown 
Jamaica  ginger,  three  quarts  of  castor  oil,  six  powder  puffs, 
eight  flesh  brushes,  three  dozen  sticks  of  Italian  cosmetic, 
forty-two  cases  of  apollinaris,  with  twenty- five  boxes  of 
lemons,  five  dozen  of  ginger  ale,  800  lb.  of  granulated  sugar, 
and  5}  lb.  of  snuff,  all  for  the  use  of  the  senators. 

The  Forthcoming  Jamaica  Exhibition.— In  January, 
1891,  Prince  George  of  Wales  will  open  at  Kingston,  the 
capital  of  Jamaica,  an  exhibition  designed  to  afford  the 
natives  an  opportunity  of  acquiring  by  means  of  personal 
observation  a  practical  knowledge]  of  the  best  means 
of  developing  the  industries  of  the  Colony  by  the 
application  of  the  latest  and  most  approved  methods  of 
English  and  American  mechanical  processes.  We  briefly 
referred  to  the  exhibition  in  our  issue  of  March  1,  but  may 
now  add  that  it  will  comprise  specimens  of  all  Jamaica 
products :  Sugar  and  its  allied  industry  of  rum-manufacture, 
liqueurs,  cordials,  coffee,  fruits  of  all  kinds  ;  pimento,  cacao, 
annatto ;  woods  in  all  degrees  of  preparation  for  use  ■ 
spices,  condiments,  Sec. ;  fibrous  materials ;  cinchona,  essen- 
tial oils,  perfumes,  &c. ;  medicinal  and  economic  sub- 
stances ;  works  of  art,  pictures,  fancy  articles,  and  orna- 
mental work ;  and  live  stock  of  all  kinds.  The  botany 
and  geology  of  the  island  will  also  be  fully  illustrated. 
There  will  also  be  exhibited  specimens  of  goods  imported 
into  Jamaica  from  all  countries.  Special  attention  will 
be  paid  to  the  essential-oil  industry.  Plants  yielding  such 
oils  are  very  numerous  in  Jamaica,  and  they  offer  a  wide 
field  for  the  operations  'of  the  chemist  and  the  cultivator 
■of  flowers  for  their  perfumes.  Many  of  the  plants  grow 
wild  in  large  quantities ;  others,  like  the  tuberose  and 
jasmine,  require  to  be  cultivated.  But  the  formation  of 
flower-farms  and  the  extraction  of  perfumes  is  still  in  want 
of  encouragement.  Some  of  the  extracts  and  essential  oils, 
however,  which  are  are  well  known,  are  the  wild  cinnamon, 
vanilla,  jasmine,  lily,  red  muskwood,  rosewood,  orange, 
verbena,  lemon,  lime,  pimento,  blue  gum,  lemon  grass,  moun- 
tain thyme,  ben-nut,  cocoanut,  walnut,  &c.  The  drawback 
has  hitherto  been  the  want  of  the  most  effective  and  econo- 
mical machines  for  extraction.  Communications  and  appli- 
cations for  forms  and  regulations  to  be  addressed,  as  early 
as  possible,  to  Mr.  Washington  Eves.

Importing  Petroleum  into  the  United  States. — 
The  importation  of  petroleum  into  the  United  States  would 
seem  to  be  about  as  thankless  a  task  as  the  proverbial 
•carrying  of  coals  to  Newcastle,  yet  we  hear  that  a  contract 
has  just  been  entered  into  between  Mr.  Herbert  Tweddell. 
the  proprietor  of  some  petroleum-springs  in  Peru,  to  deliver 
1,500,000  gallons  monthly,  during  five  years,  to  a  firm  at 
Los  ADgelos,  California.  The  tract  of  land,  twelve  miles 
wide  and  ten  miles  long,  whence  this  Peruvian  petroleum  is 
to  be  obtained,  was  recently  purchased  by  Mr.  Tweddell, 
who  is  one  of  the  original  operators  from  the  oil  regions  of 
Pennsylvania.  It  is  situated  at  Talara,  near  Payta,  covering 
the  site  of  some  ancient  oil-works  and  retorts,  the  history 
of  which  seems  unknown,  and  surrounded  by  vast  deposits 
of  asphalt,  which  are  called  by  the  natives  "  pitch-mines. 
Mr.  Tweddell  has  set  to  work  sinking  wells,  and  now  has 
more  than  half-a-dozen  spouting  oil  exactly  like  the  famous 
wells  in  Pennsylvania.  He  is  erecting  a  gigantic  system  of 
refineries,  and  in  a  few  years  he  will  have  in  operation  the 
largest  oil- field  in  the  world  outside  of  Pennsylvania.  The 


refined  kerosene  manufactured  by  him  has  already  appeared 
in  large  quantities  in  Lima  and  Callao,  and  from  its  cheap- 
ness and  excellence  it  seems  likely  to  drive  the  American 
article  entirely  from  these  markets.  A  few  days  since  one 
shipment  of  20,000  boxes  was  reported  as  arrived  at  Callao, 
and  the  native  article  is  now  on  sale  at  many  places  in  that 
city  and  Lima.  The  experiment  of  burning  crude  petroleum 
in  place  of  coal  is  being  tried  on  the  locomotives  of  the 
Oroya  Railroad,  and,  if  it  proves  successful,  it  will  open  a 
considerable  market  for  the  article  among  the  railroads. 
The  total  value  of  his  contract  with  the  Los  Angelos  firm  is 
about  2,000,OOOZ. 


A  CHEAP  FUNNEL-JACKET. 
By  John  A.  Forbet. 


THE  appliances  in  the  market  for  keeping  solutions  hot 
while  being  filtered,  are  a  water-jacket  of  tin  or  copper, 
and  a  funnel  let  through  the  ordinary  water-bath.  With 
the  tin-jacket  there  is  no  means  of  drying  it  after  use,  which 
means  rapid  corrosion  by  rust,  while  the  copper  article  is  too 
expensive.  The  only  objection  I  have  to  the  water- bath 
jacket  is  the  large  quantity  of  water  to  be  heated,  when  the 
bath  is  used  for  filtering  alone. 

Some  time  ago  I  devised  the  hot-funnel  shown  in  section 
below,  and  find  it  to  answer  the  purposes  of  a  hot-water 
funnel- jacket.    The  funnel  being  in  direct  contact  with  the

water,  its  contents  are  much  more  rapidly  heated  than  in  the 
case  of  the  ordinary  jacket,  with  its  intervening  tin  or 
copper.  One  drawback,  however,  is  its  fixity  when  in  use — 
the  funnel  cannot  be  removed  without  emptying  the  bath. 

The  whole  thing  can  be  put  together  in  the  back  shop  at 
the  expense  of  a  little  time  and  patience.  The  one  I  have 
in  use  was  made  out  of  an  old  vaseline-tin,  the  brass  tube 
being  the  neck  of  a  disused  spirit-lamp. 


Washing-blue  has  a  rival  in  a  blue  soap,  which  is  pro- 
duced in  Germany.  The  way  in  which  it  is  made  is  to  add 
a  solution  of  aniline  green  in  glacial  acetic  acid  to  the  soap 
basis.  The  alkali  of  the  soap  changes  the  green  to  blue,  and 
gives  the  soap  a  uniform  colour. 
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PHOTOGRAPHIC  EXHIBITION  IN  THE  CITY. 


THE  exhibition  instituted  by  the  photographic  section  of 
the  London  Chamber  of  Commerce  was  opened  with 
a  grand  soiree,  at  which  the  Lord  Mayor  and  a  distinguished 
company  were  present,  in  the  hall  of  the  Drapers'  Company, 
lent  for  the  purpose.  Some  fine  examples  of  the  artistic  results 
of  photography  are  to  be  seen  in  the  room  at  the  top  of  the 
staircase,  and,  amongst  them,  Waterlow  k  Son's  exhibit  of 
photo-mechanical  work  in  the  shape  of  collotypes  and  photo- 
gravures and  zinco  work,  are  worth  noting.  Collotype  prints 
might  be  used  by  chemists  for  ornamenting  almanacs,  &c, 
at  no  great  outlay.  Here  also  are  some  of  Frith's  inimitable 
views  of  London  street  life,  West  k  Son's  yacht  studies,  and 
Payne  JenniDgs's  "  Rambles  in  Devonshire  "  and  "  The  Nor- 
folk Broads."  Some  fine  specimens  of  portraiture  are  also  to 
be  seen  here.  The  only  apparatus  shown  in  this  room  is  a 
striking  case  by  Ross  k  Co.,  Bond  Street,  the  most  noticeable 
novelties  being  a  capital  photo-micrographic  attachment, 
fitted  to  a  superb  microscopic  stand,  with  almost  every  con- 
ceivable luxury  of  movement  desirable.  Another  novelty  is  a 
skeleton  finder,  for  instantaneous  work  with  large  cameras, 
which  consists  of  a  second  camera-front  risingabovethe  ordin- 
ary one,  and  which  carries  a  cheaper  form  of  lens  identical  in 
focus  with  the  lens  of  the  camera,  so  that  when  the  focussing- 
cloth  is  thrown  over  the  whole  there  is,  practically,  a  second 
camera,  which  enables  the  operator  to  focus  with  the  dark 
slide  in  position,  and  thus  follow  any  moving  object  and  lire 
off  at  the  desired  moment.  This  is  a  convenience  which 
will  be  appreciated.  A  new  form  of  stereoscopic  camera  is 
also  shown  by  this  firm,  in  which  the  bellows  are  discon- 
nected from  the  camera-front,  which  folds  over  the  focussing- 
screen,  thus  forming  an  effectual  protection  to  it  when 
travelling. 

In  the  next  room,  Mawson  k  Swan,  Soho  Square,  make 
an  imposing  exhibit  of  their  negative  varnishes  and  collo- 
dions, with  plates  and  specimens  of  work  done  on  them.  Their 
novelties  are  the  "  Giah  "  hand-camera,  a  convenient  and  com- 
pact magazine-camera,  which  allows  of  a  rather  longer 
focus-lens  than  is  usual  with  this  class  of  camera.  A  tripod 
with  collapsible  head  is  also  a  neat  and  useful  addition  to 
any  kit,  which  is  rigid,  and  yet  very  light.  Another  useful  little 
contrivance  is  Payne's  photo-micrographic  adapter,  which 
renders  the  connection  of  a  microscope  to  a  camera  at  once 
safe  and  easy.  Green's  cloud-negatives,  Underwood's 
cameras,  Hume's  cantilever  enlarging  apparatus,  and  many 
of  Tylar's  specialities  are  included  in  the  exhibit,  as  well  as 
magnificent  specimens  of  photographic  chemicals,  gums, 
and  resins.  Next  to  this  exhibit  is  that  of  Wigglesworth's 
new  "  matt  opal  type,"  which  comes  all  the  way  from  New- 
Zealand,  and  which,  judging  from  the  results  exhibited,  ought 
to  add  another  printing  process  to  those  already  in  use. 

In  the  centre  of  this  room  is  a  case  of  Perken,  Son  k 
Rayment's  famous  "Optimus"  goods— cameras  perfect  in 
workmanship  and  finish:  notable  amongst  which  is  their  new 
wide-angle  camera,  noticed  in  these  pages  a  week  or  two  back, 
and  the  "  Optimus "  magazine-camera,  one  of  the  most 
practical  of  the  hand-cameras  yet  made.  Plate  and  print 
washers,  and  almost  every  conceivable  requisite  for  practical 
work,  are  backed  up  by  a  fine  exhibit  of  "  Optimus  "  lenses. 

George  Smith,  of  the  Sciopticon  Company,  shows  cameras 
which  he  designates  the  "  camera  of  the  future,"  and  Mrs. 
Smith  has  some  ingenious  arrangements  of  photographs 
inserted  in  fire-screens  and  the  like.  England  Bros,  show 
their  celluloid  films  and  plates ;  negatives  taken  on  these, 
and  prints  from  several  workers,  which  speak  well  for  the 
quality  of  these  productions.  "  The  Amateur's  Friend," 
George  Piatt,  of  Alvington  Crescent,  Kingsland,  has  a  case 
of  camera-fittings  and  brasswork ;  Pearson  k  Denham,  of 
Leeds,  show  their  new  reducing  camera,  a  practical  con- 
venience worth  the  attention  of  any  lantern-worker.  Their 
new  "  Circumbra"  camera  having  a  conical  circular  bellows, 
which  cannot  cut  off  any  portion  of  the  view.  It  racks  to 
beyond  the  ordinary  length,  and  closes  up  into  much  less 
space  than  usual.  Another  feature  is  that  the  dark  slide 
may  be  placed  in  any  position — upright,  horizontal,  or 
cornerwise,  as  desired. 

John  Lewis  k  Co.,  Sparkbrook,  Birmingham,  are  showing 
Dr.  Nicholl's  "  Kallitype "  process  prints,  which  ought  to 


attain  some  share  of  popularity,  judging  from  the  results 
and  the  ease  with  which  the  paper  is  manipulated,  the 
process  being  a  hybrid  between  bromide  and  platinotype 
papers,  and  yielding  excellent  results.  They  show,  besides, 
a  clockwork  "automatic  plate-rocker,  the  best  contrivance 
yet  invented,"  a  claim  which  we  think  is  justified ;  and  a 
patent  adjustable  stand-holder,  which  is  a  small  metal 
plate  connected  by  cords  to  the  tripod  legs  about  halfway 
down,  effectually  preventing  them  from  slipping,  which  can 
be  instantly  adjusted,  and  weighs  only  a  few  ounces. 
This  carries  out  more  neatly  the  old  device  of  looping  a 
bit  of  string  at  the  bottom  of  the  camera  for  the  foot. 
John  Thomson,  of  Portgordon,  N.B.,  shows  his  remarkably 
cheap  "  Scotia  "  cameras,  and  a  new  combination  rectilinear 
lens.  Newton  k  Co.,  Fleet  Street,  are  showing  some  magni- 
ficent lanterns,  one  of  which  has  an  ingenious  cylindrical 
body  with  triple  lens  arrangement,  made  so  that  the  body  is 
revolved  when  one  picture  is  to  be  taken  off  the  screen  and 
another  thrown  on.  This  lantern  is  for  electric  illumination. 
The  firm  shows  another  lantern  made  for  the  Royal 
Veterinary  College.  Iliffe  k  Son,  publishers,  Coventry,  dis- 
play numerous  works  on  photography,  including  Mr.  Andrew 
Pringle's  "Practical  Photo-Micrography" — the  latest  and 
most  complete  work  ever  written  on  this  subject ;  Chapman 
Jones's  "Introduction  to  the  Science  and  Art  of  Photo- 
graphy," and  all  their  other  publications. 

Swift  &  Son,  Tottenham  Court  Road,  have  a  case  of  their 
cameras,  amongst  which  is  a  new  "  Memorandum  "camera  of 
unique  design,  made  to  take  half-quarter  plates.  Some 
magnificent  lenses  are  also  shown  ;  first  among  these  and  all 
lenses  being  their  new  "Portrait  Paragons,"  made  of  the  new 
Jena  glass,  with  both  combinations  cemented,  and  workirjg 
at  F/4— the  greatest  advance  made  for  many  years  in  photo- 
graphic optics. 

In  this  room  is  a  fine  collection  of  pictures,  amongst 
which  are  examples  of  the  London  Stereoscopic  Company's 
new  photomechanical  process,  photo-mezzotype,  and  also 
some  carbon-work  from  the  Autotype  Company.  W.  k  D. 
Downey,  A.  k  H.  Fry,  Van  der  Weyde,  and  others  exhibit 
excellent  portraiture- work,  and  stands  of  lantern-slides  by 
York  &  Son  and  Fincham  cannot  fail  to  attract  attention. 
Mayall's  "Tonograph"  process  prints  are  also  among  the 
novelties.  Hazell,  Watson  k  Viney  (Limited)  have  the 
Amateur  Photographer  and  their  other  photographic  publi- 
cations on  view.  F.  W.  Hart,  8  Kingsland  Green,  N.E.,  has  a 
nnique  exhibit  of  his  lamps  and  apparatus  for  flash-light 
work.  Mr.  Hart's  arrangements  are  ingenious,  both  in  regard 
to  the  lamp  itself  and  the  location  of  a  battery  of  them.  He 
attaches  the  magnesium  holder  to  the  lamp  by  means  of  a 
feeder  which  is  controlled  at  will,  so  that  the  light  may  be 
either  a  flash  or  continuous  for  long  exposures.  For  photo- 
graphing, say,  a  large  dinner-party,  a  number  of  lamps  are 
used,  whereby  the  light  is  equally  diffused,  and  nice  soft 
shadows  are  obtained.  A  connecting  apparatus  of  ingenious 
design  enables  the  light  in  the  whole  to  be  simultaneously 
produced.  A  bamboo  stand,  light,  yet  rigid,  which  Mr.  Hart 
shows,  may  also  be  used  for  the  lamps,  and  the  stand  can 
also  be  used  as  a  lantern-screen,  for  which  purpose  it  has 
several  good  points.  G.  Houghton  k  Son's  new  "  Cyhndo- 
graph  "  camera,  and  prints  obtained  by  it— noticed  in  this 
journal  a  few  weeks  since— may  be  seen  close  by.  One  of 
the  best  things  in  this  firm's  interesting  exhibit  is  a  port- 
manteau for  travelling  photographers.  This  can  in  a  few 
minutes  be  turned  into  a  dark  room,  and  it  contains  every 
requisite  for  developing.  R.  Abraham,  Aldersgate  Street, 
is  represented  by  almost  every  requisite  for  photography, 
the  firm  being  dealers  in  the  specialities  of  all  makers. 
R.  Gotz,  Buckingham  Street,  shows  Suter's  famous  lenses, 
the  "wing"  shutter,  Obernetter's  gelatino- chloride  paper, 
and  some  fine  examples  of  iron-printing  processes,  useful  for 
engineers,  architects,  and  draughtsmen.  Wm.  F.  Slake, 
Southampton  Street,  Camberwell,  shows  frames,  accessories, 
and  general  photographic  apparatus.  Henry  Park  exhibits 
cameras  and  stands. 

Jonathan  Fallowfield,  of  Lambeth,  relies  solely  on  the 
"Facile"  hand-camera,  and  the  specimens  shown  arc  ex- 
cellent, both  for  sharpness  and  perfection  of  finish.  i"c 
camera  takes  a  dozen  quarter-plates;  it  is  neat ,  compact, 
and  weighs  only  5  lbs.  1  Ie  also  places  on  view  his i*  4*°"".. 
an  encyclopxdia  of  photographic  apparatus.  Walter  iviar 
has  a  brave  show  of  lanterns. 
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Marion  &  Co.,  Soho  Square,  make  the  largest  exhibit  of  any- 
one. Cameras,  mounts,  albums,  accessories,  lenses,  papers,  en- 
largements, hand-cameras,  including  McKellen's.the  "  Parcel," 
and  Krugener's  book-camera,  and  a  huge  24  *  20  studio 
camera,  of  first-class  workmanship  and  finish.  Voightliinder's 
lenses  make  a  bright  array,  and  a  pyramid  of  Britannia  plates 
attracts  considerable  attention.  One  of  the  most  interesting 
things  which  we  saw  in  the  exhibition  was  a  stereoscopic 
camera  shown  by  Marion  &  Co.  This  is  a  camera  and  stereo- 
scope combined  ;  it  is  not  a  complicated  apparatus,  it  looks 
just  like  a  stereoscope,  and  takes  excellent  pictures  and 
shows  them  under  such  conditions  that  one  cannot  fail  to 
take  an  interest  in  them.  We  notice  that  the  firm  have 
made  several  improvements  on  their  hand- camera,  and  have 
adapted  a  lever  to  their  ladies'  camera,  so  that  focussing  is 
now  done  with  extreme  rapidity  and  ease.  Another  novelty 
on  this  stand  is  a  portable  dark-room  lantern  with  durolein 
instead  of  glass,  so  that  there  is  no  chance  of  breakage. 
The  firm  show  T.  H.  Powell's  tablets  of  pyro,  eikonogen,  and 
many  other  interesting  things. 

B.  J.  Edwards  &  Co.,  Hackney,  illustrate  their  isochromatic, 
or  colour-sensitive,  plates,  by  some  excellent  specimens  of 
work  by  the  leading  men  of  the  day.  It  is  natural  to  ask, 
What  is  an  isochromatic  plate,  and  what  is  it  used  for  ?  To 
that  we  may  reply  that  certain  colours,  such  as  orange, 
yellow,  and  green,  which  appear  light  to  the  eye,  always 
appear  too  dark  when  photographed  by  the  ordinary  pro- 
cesses, whilst  blue  and  violet,  which  appear  dark  to  the  eye, 
invariably  come  out  light  in  the  photograph.  The  isochro- 
matic plates  are  prepared  so  that  they  are  strongly  sensitive 
to  orange,  yellow,  and  green,  and  sensitive  in  a  less  degree 
to  blue  and  violet.  The  process  by  which  this  is  done  was 
discovered  by  Taelfer,  of  Paris,  but  has  been  considerably 
developed  by  B.  J.  Edwards  &  Co.,  and  consists  in  incor- 
porating a  trace  of  a  well-known  red  colouring  matter  with 
the  emulsion.  Small  though  the  proportion  of  colouring 
matter  is,  it  is  wonderful  how  effectual  it  is  in  bringing  out 
the  lights  which  in  ordinary  circumstances  are  dark,  and  it 
has,  moreover,  the  special  advantage  of  giving  sharpness  of 
detail,  which  greatly  enhances  the  prettiness  and  value  of 
the  pictures.  Watson  &  Sons,  Holborn,  have  an  exhibit  of 
their  famous  "  Detective  "  and  other  cameras.  H.  Crouch  & 
Son,  Barbican,  show  a  new  hand-camera,  which  carries 
24  plates  in  sheaths,  which  are  brought  into  the  focus-plane 
by  a  novel  arrangement  of  plunger  and  lever. 

Sands  &  Hunter,  Cranbourne  Street ;  Wray  &  Son,  High- 
gate  ;  and  last,  but  not  least,  the  London  Stereoscopic 
Company,  are  also  among  the  exhibitors.  The  company 
bring  on  view  Carbutt's  celluloid  films,  which,  but  for  their 
absurdly  high  price,  would  find  more  general  favour,  as  they 
can  be  used  in  an  ordinary  dark  slide  without  any  special 
arrangement,  the  thickness  being  such  as  to  make  them  less 
liable  to  cockle  and  bend. 

The  exhibition  seems  to  be  well  appreciated  by  visitors, 
and,  as  will  be  judged  from  this  brief  summary  of  it,  most 
of  the  leading  houses  are  represented.  No  prizes  or  medals 
are  to  be  awarded.

Pharmaceutical  Society  v.  Wheeldon.- 
the  Defence.

THE  request  for  outlines  of  an  argument  in  opposition  to 
the  judgment  delivered  by  Mr.  Justice  Hawkins  in  the 
case  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  v.  Wheeldon  elicited  a 
very  thin  response— under  fifty  postcards  were  sent  in,  and 
some  of  these  were  written  (as  was  quite  legitimate)  by 
persons  in  entire  sympathy  with  the  views  expressed  in  that 
judgment.  This  seems  to  us  very  good  evidence  that  there 
is  no  large  body  of  opinion  remaining  in  the  trade  in  opposi- 
tion to  the  view  which  we  all  along  expressed  on  the  point 
raised  by  the  case  in  question,  and  which  was  so  emphati- 
cally supported  by  the  Queen's  Bench  Division  of  the  High 
Court.  We  imagine  that  the  majority  of  qualified  chemists 
and  druggists  perceive  that  the  decision  is  one  with  which 
they  have  every  reason  to  be  satisfied,  and  we  expect  that 
the  majority  of  the  minority  have  either  willingly  or  reluc- 
tantly acquiesced  by  this  time  in  Mr.  Justice  Hawkins's 


interpretation  of  the  law.  Any  way  there  is  the  fact  that 
only  a  very  few  of  our  readers  have  thought  fit  to  spend  a 
quarter  of  an  hour  in  framing  a  reply  to  the  reasons  on  which 
the  interpretation  was  based. 

But  the  other  side  is  capable  of  some  argument,  and  what 
there  is  to  be  said  is  concisely  put  by  several  competitors. 
To  print  several  of  these  in  full  would  be  needless  repetition. 
We  therefore  content  ourselves  with  the  publication  of  the 
argument  on  the  postcard  which  we  select  as  the  one  to 
which  the  prize  shall  be  awarded.  The  author  is  Mr.  S. 
B.  Strickland,  3  Bridge  Street,  Horncastle,  who  writes  as 
follows : — 

Against  Justice  Hawkins's  decision  I  submit  :— 

1.  That  section  17  assumes  that  unqualified  assistants  will  continue  to 
sell  poisons,  inasmuch  as  it  provides  that  "  for  the  purpose  of  this  section 
the  person  on  whose  behalf  any  sale  is  made  by  any  apprentice  or  servant 
shall  be  deemed  the  seller." 

2.  That  this  assumption,  standing  without  any  prohibitory  clause, 
amounts  to  a  recognition  of  such  sales  as  legal. 

It  may  be  agreed  that  section  15  has  already  declared  them  illegal,  and 
this  part  of  section  17  merely  meets  necessities  involved  in  the  labelling 
and  registration  of  poisons.  To  this  I  reply :  — 

(a)  That  the  other  is  the  more  natural  interpretation. 

(4)  That  when  the  wording  of  an  Act  is  ambiguous,  bnt  the  intention 
of  its  framcrs  unquestionable,  it  should  be  read  in  the  light  of  that  inten- 
tion. 

3.  That  the  twenty  years'  inaction  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  (who 
were  practically  the  f  ramers  of  the  Act  of  1868)  prove3  beyond  question  that 
they  did  not  intend  it  to  touch  unqualified  assistants.  To  have  stopped 
these  sales  in  1869  would  have  been  comparatively  easy,  for  the  air  was 
charged  with  innovations,  and  this  would  have  been  but  one  among  many. 

4.  That  the  method  of  recovering  penalties— through  County  Court — 
proves  beyond  doubt  that  there  was  no  intention  to  strike  at  apprentices. 

For  these  reasons  I  say  that  the  recent  judgment  is  unwarranted  by  the 
Pharmacy  Act— in  fact,  was  not  based  on  it  at  all,  but  on  an  ideal  Phar- 
macy Act,  exiBtent  only  in  the  brain  of  the  learned  judge.  If  the  Act  of 
1868  does  not  fulfil  the  intentions  shadowed  forth  in  its  preamble,  let 
Parliament  alter  and  extend  it,  but  let  U3  not  have  any  legislation  from 
the  Bench. 

Mr.  Strickland  omits  an  argument  which  is  used  by  several 
correspondents,  viz.,  the  judgment  of  the  Court  of  Queen's 
Bench  in  the  case  of  Templeman  v.  Trafford.  This  is,  how- 
ever, a  double-edged  weapon.  There  are  passages  in  the 
judgments  of  Justices  Grove  and  Lopes  in  that  case 
which  go  to  show  that  the  person  who  kept  the  shop  was  to 
be  regarded  as  the  seller  ;  but  this  was  a  case  under  the  17th 
section,  and  the  purpose  of  the  judgments  was  to  show  that 
the  seller  in  that  case  was  the  person  who  conducted  the 
business,  and  not  the  qualified  person  at  a  distance  for  whom 
it  was  said  the  unqualified  dealer  was  acting  as  agent,  and 
whose  name  appeared  on  the  label. 

Mr.  C.  C.  Bell  (Epworth)  repeats  the  argument  which  he 
has  already  skilfully  advocated  in  our  columns,  but  which 
we  cannot  but  regard  as  unsound.  He  says  it  is  clear  from 
the  whole  structure  of  the  sentences  in  which  they  occur 
that  the  terms  "sell  or  keep  open  shop"  for  selling,  &c, 
refer  to  one  offence  variously  defined. 

Mr.  R.  F.  Reynolds  sends  us  a  pictorial  argument  against 
the  judgment,  which  we  have  roughly  reproduced  in  the 
annexed  sketch : —

Filtering. 

Clogging  of  filtering-paper  can  be  to  a  large  extent  pre- 
vented by  taking  care  to  wet  tbe  paper  with  some  of  the 
clear  fluid  which  is  to  be  filtered,  or  with  an  innocuous 
liquid  like  it— watery  liquids  with  water,  tinctures  with 
rectified  or  proof  spirit,  and  so  on.  The  wetting  is  said  to 
prevent  the  solid  material  penetrating  the  paper.

Caatile  soap,  powdered      ..      ..      ..   2  drs. 

Saccharin   3  grs. 

Precipitated  chalk  14  drs. 

Oil  of  Wintergreen  1  drop 


Triturate  the  chalk  and  saccharine  well  together  in  a 
mortar,  then  add  the  soap  and  perfume,  and  continue  to 
triturate  for  some  time. — Druggists'  Circular. 

Copal  Varnish. 

The  Pharmaceutische  Zeitung  gives  the  following  as  a 
good  formula : — 

Manila  copal    4  parts 

Linseed  oil    3  „ 

Turpentine  a  sufficiency. 

Melt  the  copal  over  the  fire,  then  stir  in  the  oil,  mix, 
remove  from  the  fire,  and  when  the  mixture  has  cooled  down 
to  100°  add  enough  turpentine  to  make  10  parts. 

Lime-juice  and  Glycerine. 

Bcnne  oil   16  oz. 

Lime  water     ..       ..   24  „ 

Perfume  with  \  oz.  of  the  following  mixture  : — 

Oil  of  bergamot    8  dis. 

„  lemon   4  „ 

„  lavender    2  „ 

„  cloves   1  „ 

Put  up  in  4-oz.  vials,  soaking  the  corks  for  a  short  time  in 
an  alcoholic  solution  of  bichloride  of  mercury,  1  gr.  to  the 
ounce,  to  prevent  mould  gathering  on  them.— Druggists' 
Circular. 

Toilet-cream. 


Best  flake  tragacantb.   1',  oz. 

Clear  eoft  water   112  „ 

Glycerine   16  „ 

Salicylic  acid  60  „ 

Perfume   i  ,. 


Dissolve  the  salicylic  acid  in  32  oz.  of  the  water  by  the  aid  of  heat,  then 
put  the  trsgacanth,  glycerine,  acid  solution,  and  the  remainder  of  the  water 
into  a  2-gallon  jar,  cover,  and  let  the  whoie  remain  several  days,  stirring 
occasionally  and  working  with  the  bands  until  a  mucilage  is  formed  as 
free  from  lumps  as  possible ;  lastly,  add  the  perfame,  and  squeeze  two  or 
three  times  through  thick  muslin  until  perfectly  smooth. 

Put  op  in  2-oz.  wide- mouth  bottles.  To  prevent  mould 
gathering  on  the  corks,  soak  them  for  a  short  time  in  an 
alcoholic  solution  of  bichloride  of  mercury  1  gr.  to  the  ounce. 
This  cream  never  gets  sour  nor  mouldy,  and  is  all  that  is  to 
be  desired  in  a  toilet  preparation  of  this  character.  No  iron 
should  be  used  in  any  part  of  the  work,  as  it  would  stain 
the  cream. — Druggists'  Circular.

THE  business  in  the  drug  and  chemical  markets  during  the 
week  under  review  has  been  of  a  steady  and  not  un- 
satisfactory character.  To-day's  drug  auctions  were  lengthy, 
and  offered  a  very  considerable  assortment  of  goods ;  but  the 
proportion  of  lots  disposed  of  was  decidedly  above  the  aver- 
age, and  for  several  articles  the  demand  was  quite  brisk. 
The  following  articles  may  be  called  very  firm  or  dearer : — 
Balsam  of  Peru,  medium  grades  of  cardamoms,  kino,  gamboge, 
kola  nuts,  ordinary  first  and  third  pile  Tonquin  musk, 
quassia-wood,  senna,  grey  Jamaica  sarsaparilla,  and  Mada- 
gascar beeswax.  Jamaica  beeswax  was  a  shade  lower,  and 
the  following  articles  are  all  more  or  less  easier  to  buy : 
Cape  aloes,  raw  camphor,  copaiba  balsam,  dragon's  blood, 
cuttle-fish,  ipecacuanha,  jalap,  insect-flowers,  orange-peel, 
fine  Tonquin  musk,  red  Jamaica  sarsaparilla,  and  vanilla.  In 
chemicals  the  market  has  been  quiet,  and  we  can  only  name 
quicksilver  as  having  slightly  improved  in  value.  Carbolic 
acid,  tartaric  acid,  refined  camphor,  and  glycerine  are  easier. 
In  the  outside  markets  we  have  to  report  higher  values  for 
gambier,  shellac,  seedlac,  sticklac,  benzol,  nutmegs,  and 
Zanzibar  cloves  ;  but  there  has  been  a  considerable  decline 
in  Cochin  and  Jamaica  ginger  and  pimento,  and  China  soy 
may  also  be  had  for  somewhat  less  money. 


Acids. — The  quotations  for  the  usual  commercial  varieties 
of  Carbolic  acid  (34-35°  crystals)  have  been  reduced  from 
11*2.  to  lQd.  per  lb.,  and  40°  crystals  are  now  obtainable  at 
lid.  to  Is.  per  lb.  These  quotations  do  not  include  packing. 
Liquid  carbolic  (95  per  cent.)  is  quoted  at  Is.  3d.  per  gallon. 
Citric  acid  is  flat  and  neglected  at  Is.  2%d.  per  lb.  Perhaps 
that  price  might  even  be  shaded.  Oxalic  rather  scarce  at 
3%d.  per  lb.  Tartaric  dull  at  Is.  2\d.  to  Is.  2$d.  per  lb., 
according  to  brand  and  position. 

Aloes. — Of  Cape  aloes  103  cases  were  offered  to-day  of 
which  about  two- thirds  sold  with  some  pressure  at  a  decline 
of  Is.  per  cwt.,  good  hard  bright  22s.  6d.  to  23s.,  second 
quality  20s.  to  20s.  6d.  and  rather  drossy  18s.  to  19s.  per  cwt. 
Curacao  aloes  in  rather  small  supply  and  without  business. 
A  few  packages  soft  sour  flavoured  Zanzibars  sold  cheaply  at 
37s.  East  Indian  Socotrine  fair  colour  but  soft  were  quitted 
at  80s.  and  ordinary  dry  and  dark  in  skins  at  50s.  per  cwt.

THE  GERMAN  MARKETS. 


Hamburg,  June  10. 

THE  trade  in  our  drug  and  chemical  markets  during  the 
past  week  has  been  limited  to  merely  quantities  required 
for  immediate  consumption.  The  position  generally  remains 
very  quiet,  and  prices  are  mostly  in  favour  of  buyers.  The 
following  are  the  principal  arrivals  of  drugs  which  we  have 
received  lately : — From  the  W.  C.  Africa,  ex  Winnebah, 
10,656  bags  and  185  tons  palm  kernels ;  from  Bombay,  ex 
Roma,  1,000  cases  cutch,  and  3,534  bags  of  various  seeds  ; 
from  the  W.  C.  America,  ex  Virgilia,  41  cases  Peruvian 
balsam ;  from  Norway,  ex  Fordensltjold,  116  casks,  and  119 
barrels  cod-liver  oil,  and  ex  Olaf  Trygveson,  489  barrels  cod- 
liver  oil. 

Antimony  (Crude,  Japan). — Considerable  quantities  for 
forward  delivery  have  been  taken  out  of  the  market  at 
advancing  prices.  The  quotations  now  are,  spot  92£m.,  for- 
ward 87m. 

Agar  Agar. — Fine  quality  has  realised  2.40m.  The  price 
for  Japan  is  telegraphed  as  2.75m. 

Balsams  —  Copaiba  easier ;  New  York  reports  lower 
values.  Peruvian  offering  rather  more  freely  but  held  for 
8.jm.  genuine  quality. 

Cinchona  — About  600  packages  Porto  Cabello  which  had 
been  offering  are  now  held  for  more  money  by  the  owners, 
and  best  quality  is  scarcely  obtainable  under  125m.  There 
is  rather  more  inquiry  for  this  article. 

Quillaia. — The  recent  arrivals  have  gone  over  into  con- 
sumption at  very  low  prices,  32  to  33m.  is  quoted  now. 

Camphor  (Refined). — Without  important  business.  It 
would  probably  be  possible  to  buy  at  3.20m.  to  3.30m. 

Asphaltum. — The  prices  are  now  so  low  that  some 
operators  have  begun  to  take  an  interest  in  Syrian  as- 
phaltnm,  and  all  the  parcels  of  this  variety  which  were 
offering  have  been  taken  out  of  the  market. 

Gum  Elemi. — Fine  white  Manilla  gum  remains  exceed- 
ingly scarce.  We  are  expecting  arrivals,  but  the  high  price 
of  105m.  is  asked  for  these. 

Jalap. — Prices  are  well  maintained,  and  good  heavy 
tubers  are  scarcely  to  be  had  under  265m. 

.  Oils  (Essential).— Star-anise  rather  easier  at  13Am. 
American  peppermint,  H.G.H.,  is  unchanged  here  at  lOjm. 
to  11m.  per  English  lb.  From  New  York  there  arc  reports 
of  higher  prices.  Japanese  peppermint  offering,  according  to 
quality,  at  7im.  to  9m.  Menthol  firmly  held  at  15£m. 
to  16m. 

Quinine  dull,  and  without  business.  The  usual  brands 
may  be  had  at  38m. 

Santonin.—  Russian  manufacturers  have  now  at  last  fixed 
their  lowest  price  definitely  at  12m. 


Tamarinds.— The  finest  black  Calcutta  have  been  dealt 
in  at  21m. ;  lower  qualities,  however,  may  be  had  at  15m. 
to  16m. 

Wax. — Japan  rather  firmer.  Carnauba  also  dearer; 
yellow,  115m.  to  120m. ;  grey,  92m.  to  93m. 


NOTES  ON  DRUGS  FROM  SINGAPORE. 


IN  the  annual  report  issued  by  the  director  of  the  Botanical 
Gardens  at  Singapore,  some  notes  are  devoted  to  the 
cultivation  of  medicinal  plants  in  the  Straits  Settlements. 
Several  plants  common  or  easily  cultivable  in  that  district 
are  now  in  some  request  as  medicines.  Among  them  is 
Euphorbia  pilulifera,  known  among  the  natives  as  Kroma 
Susu.  The  young  leaves  gathered  before  flowering  are  dried, 
and  the  extract  is  used  for  asthma,  bronchitis,  &c.  The  plant 
is  exceedingly  common  as  a  weed  in  waste  grounds  and  other 
spots.  During  the  year  one  cultivator  has  sent  a  supply 
home,  but  no  report  has  as  yet  been  received  by  him  as  to 
the  value  of  the  sample. 

In  the  experimental  garden  at  Bukit,  in  Malacca,  also, 
Euphorbia  plants  received  from  Singapore  have  grown  well, 
and  the  drug  has  also  been  found  wild  near  Bukit  Bruang. 

Of  camphor  a  small  stock  of  plants  has  been  raised  from 
seeds  received  from  Hong-Kong  in  February,  1889. 

Cloves  are  growing  vigorously :  most  of  the  seedlings 
planted  eighteen  months  ago  are  now  five  feet  high,  and  very 
healthy.  Two  trees  which  were  in  the  Gardens  when  trans- 
ferred have  fruited,  and  it  is  evident  that  they  might  be 
profitably  cultivated  here. 

Castor-oil  seeds  received  from  Calcutta  have  grown  well 
and  fruited  freely,  and  a  stock  is  now  being  raised  for  more 
extensive  planting. 

Gambier  is  one  of  the  most  important  products  of  Singa- 
pore, but  although  it  still  maintains  its  high  price,  there  are 
many  complaints  from  England  that  the  imported  article  is 
heavily  adulterated  with  water.  In  order  to  trace  the  origin 
of  this  excess,  samples  taken  from  the  field,  fresh  from  the 
boiling-shed,  were  sent  to  Mr.  Evans,  of  Bristol,  whose 
analysis,  with  that  as  compared  with  a  sample  of  block- 
gambier  received  by  him  in  the  ordinary  course  of  trade,  was 
as  follows : — Gambier  from  the  field :  Tannin,  11-48  per 
cent. ;  organic  matter,  3011  per  cent. ;  water,  53  39  per 
cent. ;  ash,  446  per  cent.;  loss,  0  56  per  cent.  Trade  gam- 
bier :  Tannin,  l4  68  per  cent. ;  [organic  matter,  42  26  per 
cent. ;  water,  31  89  per  cent. ;  ash,  6  34  per  cent. ;  loss,  4  48 
per  cent.  This  result  shows  that  there  is  actually  less  water 
in  the  trade  article  than  in  the  gambier  taken  directly  from 
the  coolies'  hands,  and  negatives  the  suggestion  that  the 
town  towhay  adulterates  the  gambier  after  receiving  it  in 
Singapore  with  water  to  make  it  heavier.  The  other  sug- 
gestion that  the  gambier  has  deteriorated  of  late  years  from 
insufficient  inspissation,  owing  to  less  fuel  being  used  in 
boiling,  seems  more  probable.  In  earlier  years,  when  there 
was  no  attempt  made  to  protect  the  forests  the  destruction 
of  firing  was  very  large,  and  fuel  could  be  had  in  large 
quantities.  Now  the  results  of  wasteful  destruction  are 
being  felt,  firewood  is  becoming  more  expensive  and  difficult 
to  get,  and  the  gambier  is  insufficiently  boiled  and  dried. 
Persons  interested  in  the  trade  recently  oonceived  the  idea 
of  forming  a  company  in  Singapore  to  cultivate  gambier  on 
a  large  scale,  but  this  has  fallen  through,  and  there  is  an 
idea  that  this  product  may  be  cultivated  more  profitably— 
i.e.,  with  European  labour — in  others  of  our  colonics.  Con- 
sequently, most  botanical  establishments  have  applied  to  the 
Singapore  Gardens  for  seeds  or  young  plants,  and  a  large 
quantity  of  seed  was  carefully  collected,  dried,  and  distri- 
buted widely,  but,  as  far  as  has  yet  been  heard,  the  experi- 
ments with  it  have  failed  entirely.  It  seems  now  certain 
that  gambier  seed  has  a  very  short  duration  of  life  (the 
Chinese  say  only  24  hours)— that  is,  it  must  be  sown  as  soon 
as  ripe.  Thus  all  attempts  to  send  seed  to  distant  colonies 
must  prove  futile.  Unfortunately,  too,  young  plants  are 
very  bad  travellers,  and  though  many  have  been  sent  out  to 
different  establishments,  few  appear  to  survive  the  voyage. 
More  plants,  in  as  healthy  as  possible  a  condition,  are  now 
to  be  sent  out  to  various  colonies  where  gambier  is  likely  to 
thrive.

Sib,— In  reply  to  the  letter  of  "  Borax"  re  the  charges  of 
the  wholesale  houses  for  their  bottles,  he  quite  overlooks  the 
expense  and  trouble  they  are  put  to  in  getting  the  empties 
clean.  The  few  that  are  broken  by  chemists  (and  therefore 
never  returned)  certainly  do  not  more  than  cover  the  ex- 
pense of  cleaning,  if  they  do  that  j  and,  considering  the 
state  empties  are  sent  back  in,  I  cannot  blame  wholesale 
houses  for  sticking  on  the  price  a  little.  I  may  also  add 
that  all  wholesale  houses  that  I  ever  had  to  do  with  allow 
in  full  for  all  empties.  Yours  truly,

Sin, — "  Borax"  last  week  opened  the  question  of  empties  ; 
I  will  enlarge  upon  it.  Any  house  may  have  the  right  to 
charge  2s.  6d.  for  a  box  woith  3d.,  but  they  have  no  right  to 
allow  Is.  or  Is.  6^.  only  for  it,  as  they  often  do,  as  I  can  in- 
disputably prove.  This  is  done  by  some  of  the  otherwise 
first-class  London  houses.  I  am  sure  they  do  not  do  it  as 
fraud.  It  is  carelessness  and  a  rotten  system — or,  rather,  no 
system  at  all.  I  found  I  often  did  not  get  proper  credit,  so 
I  began  my  system,  which  was,  to  copy  into  a  book  off  each 
invoice  the  price  of  the  packages,  hampers,  or  boxes.  I 
checked  the  empties  myself,  and  always  advised  and 
was  careful  to  see  each  package  had  on  my  name.  One  firm 
of  sundriesmen  I  deal  with  stencils  the  price  on  every  pack- 
age ;  all  I  have  to  do  is  to  take  account  of  the  number  of 
packages  and  price.  I  invariably  get  their  credit  notes  very 
shortly,  and  correct.  I  also  buy  from  a  firm  of  wholesale 
chemists  who  supply  proper  printed  forms  to  fill  up.  The 
price  charged  by  them  is  in  many  cases  below  the  market 
value,  their  hampers  all  go  by  size — via  ,  one  dozen  and  up- 
wards, and  are  marked  with  the  usual  notches.  They  give 
no  trouble  excepting  that  their  boxes  are  not  stencilled. 

I  have  lately  left  two  patent  houses  through  trouble  with 
their  empties.  1  have  before  me  the  credit-note  of  one  drug- 
house.  It  is  a  piece  of  paper,  with  just  their  heading  and 
ruled  underneath  with  money  columns  (no  printed  list).  It 
is  impossible  to  make  out  what  it  means ;  it  looks  like  a  copy 
of  Egyptian  hieroglyphics.  I  shall  keep  it  as  a  relic  of  what 
it  was  possible  for  a  business  house  in  London  to  do  in  the 
nineteenth  century.  This  house  charges  for  bottles,  &o,  as 
"  Borax  "  observes,  almost  twice  their  value. 

The  drysaltery  houses  beat  all.  Three  houses  I  know. 
I  have  their  address  labels  before  me.  No  name  of  sender 
appears  on  them  ;  the  only  way  of  distinguishing  them  is  by 
the  writing,  which  on  one  can  be  read  and  on  the  other  two 
cannot.  One  of  these  houses  usually  takes  three  weeks  or  a 
month  before  sending  credit-note,  and  then  it  is  always 
wrong.  The  others  rarely  send  correct  prices.  Their 
answers  are :  "  It  is  the  railway  company  who  give  such 
trouble  and  do  not  deliver  properly  "  !  If  so,  I  say,  why  does 
the  railway  company  immediately  deliver  my  empties  to 
other  houses  1  No  answer.  The  troublesome  houses,  whose 
names  I  leave  my  brother  chemists  to  guess,  remind  me  of 
the  boy  and  the  grindstone.  A  boy  was  grinding  tools  on  a 
stone  near  a  wall,  and  every  time  he  turned  the  handle  he 
knocked  his  fingers.  A  man  passing  by  showed  him  that  if 
he  moved  the  stone  one  inch  away  from  the  wall  he  would 
save  his  fingers  from  being  bruised.  His  answer  was,  "  Let 
it  alone  ;  it  did  very  well  for  father,  and  it  does  very  well  for 
me." 

Of  course  there  are  two  sides  to  the  question,  and  the 
wholesale  houses  may  have  something  to  say ;  but  I  carr 
show  by  my  letter-book  and  by  their  answers  that  they  are 
generally  careless  and  in  the  wrong,  and  the  corrected  credit- 
notes  make  the  excuses,  "  Our  warehouseman  omitted  to 
properly  credit.  We  apologise  for  error,  and  hand  corrected 
credit-note."  In  one  case  recently  I  had  a  special  visit  from 
a  traveller  to  apologise ;  but  when  I  asked  why  they  did  not 
alter  their  system,  he  said  the  partners  would  not  alter.  I 
offered  to  pay  for  a  set  of  stencils,  but  of  no  use.  It  did 
very  well  for  father,  &c.  Yours  truly,

The  Italian  Pharmacopoeia.— A  pharmacist  at  Nice- 
writes  : — "  Your  correspondent  writing  from  Mentone  forgets 
that  before  the  cession  of  the  Comt6  de  Nice  and  Savoy  to 
France  the  authorised  Pharmacopoeia,  even  for  Mentone, 
was  the  Sardinian,  published  at  Turin  ;  that  Tuscany  had  a 
Pharmacopoeia  of  its  own,  and  which,  I  am  informed  by  a 
Florentine  chemist,  is  still  in  use,  and  forms,  or  will  form, 
the  base  of  the  Italian  one  in  course  of  compilation.  The 
kingdom  of  the  Two  Sicilies  also  had  its  Pharmacopoeia. 
With  regard  to  the  Papal  States,  my  informant  is  not  certain,, 
but  they  probably  followed  the  Tuscan,  consequently  it  is 
very  possible  that  the  Sardinian  Pharmacopoeia  is  stilL 
followed  in  the  East  where  Italian  relations  exist." 

Nottingham  Chemists'  Association. 

Sir, — As  an  old  student  of  the  Nottingham  Association, 
allow  me  to  state  that  the  remarks  of  Mr.  Carteighe  con- 
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cerning  the  local  chemists  are  hardly  correct.  He  rightly 
gives  much  credit  to  the  University  College,  but  far  too 
little  to  the  local  Chemists'  Association.  The  Association 
has  had  classes  since  1868,  which,  until  the  opening  of  the 
college,  were  conducted  by  local  chemists ;  but,  when  the 
college  was  opened,  the  Council  saw  at  once  it  would  be  the 
means  of  more  thorough  education  for  their  students  if  they 
could  get  their  classes  under  the  direction  of  the  University 
professors.  This  was  arranged  with  business-like  prompti- 
tude, the  association  sparing  neither  effort  nor  expense  (as 
they  pay  half-fees)  to  give  their  students  the  fullest  possible 
advantage  of  the  University  College. 

I  do  not  agree  with  Mr.  Carteighe  that  the  local  chemists 
are  the  depressed  and  dispirited  set  he  has  dubbed  them. 

I  must  also  add  that  too  much  praise  cannot  be  given  to 
Professor  Clowes  for  his  ready  co-operation  and  efficient 
teaching,  and  I  am  glad  to  learn  it  has  shown  its  worth  to 
the  examiners  at  Bloomsbury  Square.

The  opiniom  of  practical  readen  are  invited  on  subjects 
discussed  under  this  heading. 


64/68.  Darkening  of  Mixtures. — Ether  asks  why  a 
mixture  containing  potass,  bicarb.,  5W. ;  tr.  nuc.  vom.,  5iij. ; 
aq.  chlorof.,  ad  Jxij.,  should  darken.  Most  mixtures  con- 
taining vegetable  tinctures  and  alkali  do  darken,  especially 
if  the  alkali  is  a  hydrate  or  carbonate.  In  this  case  the 
bicarbonate  is  partially  changed  to  carbonate. 


Hair-wash. 

Sib, — The  following  recipe  has  been  brought  to  me  to  be 
dispensed  twice :  — 

01.  eucalypte  («'c)   ..       ..    1  fl.  drachm 
Creosote  (Jlorson's)..      ..    1  fl.  oz.  1  fl.  drachm 
Aq.  lavand  2  fl.  drachms 

M. 

On  the  first  occasion  I  asked  the  gentleman  who  brought 
it — a  foreigner — if  he  would  kindly  see  if  it  had  been  cor- 
rectly copied,  as  I  understood  it  had  been  taken  from  a  book. 

The  second  time  I  pleaded  that  I  thought  the  preparation 
too  strong  and  likely  to  injure  the  scalp. 

Since  then  it  has  occurred  to  me  that  I  was  unduly  timid, 
and  that  the  ill  effects  which  have  been  described  in  works 
on  therapeutics  as  following  the  free  external  use  of  creosote 
might  have  resulted  from  the  substitution  of  impure  carbolic 
acid  for  the  pure  beech-tar  product. 

Will  you  favour  me  with  your  opinion,  and  allow  me  to 
ask  any  of  your  readers  who  have  met  with  a  similar  pre- 
scription what  course  they  adopted.

55/37.  Querist  sends  some  Fever-powders  which  are- 
used  for  children  and  adults.  Each  powder  weighs  about 
19  grains,  and  consists  of  nitrate  of  potash,  with  a  little 
ginger,  and  cochineal  to  colour. 


72/48.  T.  B.—  Turpentine  liniment  should  suit  your 
purpose. 


55/45.  K.  T.— Applied  electricity  is  a  big  subject,  and 
has  several  departments.  You  do  not  say  which  you  want. 
The  following  books  are  published  by  Crosby  Lockwood  Sc 
Co. :— Swinton's  "  Electric  Lighting "  (1*.  6^.),  Noad's 
"Student's  Text-book  of  Electricity"  (12s.  6d.),  Watt's 
"  Electro-Metallurgy  "  (3s.  6d.). 


44/24.  E.  K.  S. — As  far  as  can  be  judged  from  the- 
appearance  of  the  sample  of  Raisin  Wine  which  you  have 
sent,  the  temperature  during  fermentation  has  been  above 
the  normal,  so  that  acetous  fermentation  has  set  in.  This 
can  only  be  effectually  stopped  within  twenty-four  hours 
after  it  is  discovered,  heating  to  about  140°  F.  being  the 
remedy.  After  the  fermentation  has  stopped,  the  addition  of 
some  spirit  is  necessary,  because  part  of  what  has  been, 
produced  in  the  wine  has  changed  to  acetic  acid. 


59/61.  Spcro. — The  solution  used  by  butchers  for  dress- 
ing the  bone  part  of  meat,  to  prevent  flies  sticking,  is  solution 
of  bisulphite  of  lime.  This  we  judge  from  the  sample  which 
you  send. 


65/37.  Caryoph.  sends  us  a  sample  of  Powder  for  White 
Scour  in  calves,  put  up  in  1-oz.  packets,  by  a  veterinary 
surgeon  in  his  neighbourhood.  It  has  a  high  reputation,  and 
is  much  asked  for.  We  find  it  to  consist  of  prepared  chalk, 
coloured  and  flavoured  with  ginger,  pimento,  and,  apparently, 
cloves. 


68/24.  Cal.  c.  Sac.  sends  us  a  few  teething-powders  made 
by  him.  They  contain  simply  equal  parts  of  Calomel  and 
Sugar,  and  were  quite  white  when  sent  out,  but  were 
returned  to  him  because  they  have  changed  to  a  grey  colour. 
This  is  common  with  such  powders.  The  change  is  due  to- 
the  formation  of  mercurous  oxide,  and  this  may  result  from 
alkalinity  of  the  sugar,  or  the  absorption  of  ammonia  from 
the  atmosphere.  The  latter  appears  to  be  the  cause  in  the 
present  case.  There  is  no  persalt  of  mercury  in  the 
powders. 


63/1.  Oils.— What  you  really  want,  we  presume,  is  to- 
tell  quickly  whether  the  Olive  Oil  contains  cotton  seed  oil 
or  not.  The  best  test  for  that  is  with  nitrate  of  silver.  See 
our  issue  of  August  3, 1889,  page  166,  or  Proctor's  "  Manual.'' 
For  a  test  to  detect  sesame  oil,  see  April  12,  page  501. 


62/59.  Dens.— See  our  Diahy  for  1889,  page  266.  Salicy- 
lic acid  and  glycerine  combined  form  an  effective  preservative 
for  infusions. 


62/64.  Associate. — We  do  not  know  of  any  line  of  ships 
on  which  dispensers  are  regularly  engaged.  It  is  a  matter 
which  is  in  the  hands  of  the  surgeon. 


61/66.  J.  F.  B.— The  only  information  we  can  obtain 
from  metallurgists  is  that  the  Solution  for  restoring  Dis- 
coloured Steel  is  made  by  boiling  scraps  of  tin  in  a  solution 
of  salt  of  tartar. 


57/66.  Alpha  asks  what  is  the  best  way  to  grind  with 
ether  a  gum  or  resin  soluble  only  in  ether,  so  .is  to  lose  as  little 
ether  as  possible.  Mix  it  with  its  own  weight  of  sand, 
reduce  to  coarse  powder,  place  in  a  tin  percolator,  and  pour 
ether  upon  it  just  to  cover.  Leave  it  so  for  a  day  securely 
covered,  then  percolate. 
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62/37.  R.  H.  A'.— (1)  Red  Wood  Stain—  The  correspon- 
dent who  communicated  the  formula  containing  this  stain 
in  our  issue  of  October  12,  1889,  informs  us  that  it  is  made 
as  follows  :— Red  wood,  £  lb. ;  methylated  spirit,  4  lbs.  Mix 
in  a  bottle,  and  place  the  bottle  in  hot  water,  whereby  the 
solvent  power  of  the  spirit  on  the  colouring-matter  of  the 
wood  is  increased.  If  a  deeper  colour  is  required  use  more 
red  wood.  (2)  Mahogany  Stain. — To  a  quart  of  strong 
solution  of  maroon-lake  aniline  dye  add  £  oz.  of  caustic 
potash,  and  shake  until  dissolved.  An  older- fashioned,  but 
equally  reliable,  stain  is  : —

Cape  aloes  2 

Dragon's  blood     ..   2 

Methylated  spirit  26 

Digest  for  a  week  and  filter. 


Wash  the  wood  with  nitric  acid  before  applying  the  stain, 
and  repeat  the  application  of  the  latter  until  the  colour  is 
what  is  required. 


— A  weekly  application  of  Leeming's 
essence  produces  the  growth  of  silky  hair  on  horses'  legs.

Tincture  of  gentian  l.J  „ 

Compound  tincture  of  cardamoms  . .   3  „ 

Syrup   4  oz. 

Chloroform  water,  to  2  „ 

Mix,  and  take  as  a  draught. 

This  can  be  made  up  extemporaneously,  and  10  minims  of 
tincture  of  nnx  vomica  may  be  added.  For  a  stock  pre- 
paration the  following  is  a  good  formula : —

Gentian  root,  sliced        ..  ..  ..2 

Cardamom  seeds,  bruised   i 

Cuspariabark         „  % 

Ginger  root  ,  J 

Cinnamom  bark      ,,  1 

Cinchona  bark   i

Fresh  lemon-peel  j 

Cochineal  i 

Raisins   3 

Aromatic  spirit  of  ammonia  4 

Rectified  spirit  4 

Chloroform  water  10 

Powder  the  cochineal,  and  macerate  it  in  the  aromatic  spirit  of 
ammonia  for  an  hour ;  then  add  the  spirit  and  water,  and  the  rest  of  the 
solid  ingredients,  and  macerate  tor  ten  days,  shaking  twice  daily.  Strain, 
press,  and  filter,  and  make  up  to  1  pint  with  simple  syrup. 

The  dose  of  this  is  1  oz.  with  as  much  water. 
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63/65.  Dark. — Has  bandoline  failed  to  keep  the  retriever's 
hair  in  curl  ? 


63/74.  J.  If.  Smith. — The  substance  is  celluloid,  which  is 
easily  distinguished  from  other  articles  of  a  like  nature  by 
its  odour  of  camphor,  which  is  readily  smelt  on  scraping. 


65/36.  Coma. — 17*.  6d.  to  20*.  would  be  a  fair  charge  for 
the  hair-wash,  which  is  a  ridiculous  one. 


65/44.  S.  R. — You  will  find  full  particulars  in  Proctor's 
"  Pharmaceutical  Testing"  for  the  examination  of  citrate  of 
lithium.  We  cannot  undertake  to  prove  the  purity,  or  other- 
wise, of  drugs  and  chemicals  bought  by  our  subscribers  in 
the  ordinary  course.

Food  Preserver.—- All  the  formula?  which  we  have 
published  are  "  good,"  and  we  cannot  spare  space  to  repeat 
them.  Boracic  acid  is  the  active  ingredient,  and  may  be 
used  alone.    It  is  most  efficacious  with  borax. 


67/36.  Prandium  makes  a  "Varnish  for  Culinary  Pur- 
poses according  to  the  following  formula  : —

Cook  says  this  separates  "like  mint-sauce  "  ;  he  doubtless 
means  thereby  that  the  fat  of  the  shellac  is  deposited.  The. 
remedy  for  that  is  to  filter.
